GOVERNORS MESSAGE. s 


Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives : 

In the name of the honorable body of legislators that preceded you, and 
as one of the executors of the will of the Representatives of the people 
upon whom devolved the task of putting in motion the machinery of State, 
I cordially welcome you to the new seat of Government. 

Removed from its former location in obedience to the voice of the ma- 
jority, but in opposition to the strongly expressed preferences of certain lo- 
calities, the site of the Capital was fixed here, under circumstances that for a 
time made the success of the enterprise appear doubtful to its most arden 
supporters. But the passions and prejudices engendered by the bitterness 
of local controvesy and the heat of earnest debate, having passed away, the 
opposition to the measure has appeared to subside, and the Commissioners 
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have been able to earr out to a great extent the spirit of the law under 
which the town of Lincoln commenced its existence. 

Located but little more than a year ago; you will of necessity find this a 
type of allnew Western towns, and not by any mens free from the incon- 
veniences. - 

Though deprived for the present of many of the means of entertainment 
that are found in older towns, which have facilities for more rapid communi- 
cation, you will find the citizens of Lincoln to be.a hospitable and generous 


people, vieing with each other during your brief stay, to make your sojourn 
among them agreeable and fruitful pleasant recollections. 


With devout sentiments, I would express my gratitude to God for the z 
continued manifestations of his goodness and mercy to us as a people. The 
continued prosperity which pervades every department of industry, the 
general health, the péace and quiet prevailing tliroughout the State, the so- 
cial progress, and the religious blessings, which have been vouchsafed us, 
call forth grateful expressions and are-subjects of unceasing congratulation, 

You are assembled at this time, under the provision of the Constitution, 
in regular session. Previous assemblies have been called *ogether for such 
specific action as became necessary, in the transition from a Territorial to a 
State Government, but since the State's admission into the Union, in no in- 
stance have they met. in regular session. They have been confined to the 
consideration of specific subjects. Their action, for the most part, 
has been required to meet the exigencies of the time. Your action will be 
comparatively free from such restraints. From the nature of its subjects, 
its influence will be traced through the future history of this portion of the 
country. It falls upon you to determine the policy of the State upon several 
highly important questions. That policy will, in its turn, contribute largely. 
to fix the future social, moral, industrial, financial and political character 
and standing of the- State. 

As individuals you have personal interests, as representatives of localities, 
you have neighborhood interests, butin your assembled capacity, under your 
oaths you become officers of the State. The- citizen becomes a law giver. 
Personal and local interests sink in relative importance and should be sub- 
ordinated to the interests of the whole community. 

However important our personal or local interests may seem, we cannot 
take advantage of official position to secure them at the expense of the pub- 
lic at large. To do this would be to pervert a delegated power and would 
justly subject us to the reprobation of the present generation of posterity. 
I believe that you gentlemen, feel no less deeply impressed, than does the 
Executive, with the importance of these considerations. 
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I cannot proceed to the enumeration of the different subjects which will 
claim your attention, without first alluding to the peculiar circustances with 
which you are surrounded. This commodious and well appointed hall, these 
substantial walls, this entire beautiful edifice, this enterprising and thrifty 
town, sprung, within the las& eighteen months, from the open prairie, and 
to-day contributing directly and indirectly, to the prosperity of an area of ' 
more than ten thousand square miles. This lias been accomplished without 
cost to the State or to individuals. It has contributed to the enrichment of 
both. It has added to the wealth of the State, not less than five millions of 
dollars. Nor have the publie benefits been yet fully measured. The loca- 
tion of the Capital at this point, is destined to aid, to a considerable extent, 
in determining a system of railroads, which, among its other results will 
tend to invite foreign capital and retain our accumulating wealth within the 
State. Those who once honestly and strongly doubted the wisdom of the 
removal of the Capital, wil soon become thoroughly satisfied with the un- 
looked for benefits to the whole people, which shall flow from it. 


This town site, now made the seat of government, and upon which now 
stands the town of Lincoln, was secured to the State without cost. From 
the proceeds of the sale of one halt of it, this building, the plan of which 
was designed and the construction superintended by Mr. John Morris, Fel- 
low of the Royal Institute of British Architects, has been erected and partly 
finished. Although from circumstances beyond the possible foresight or 
control of either contractor or Commissioners, and from necessary changes 
made after the contract was let, the aggregate expense reaches about seventy- 
five thousand dollars, still it is less than the amount derived from the sale of 

lots. When the causes which led to this are shown and explained, as they 
will be in the report of the Commissioners, to be laid before you in the early 
part of the session. I doubt not that the acts of the Commissioners, in en- 
tering upon this extra expense, will be sanctioned and heartily approved by 
the Legislature. 


I would here add that the seventy-five thousand dollars is the actual ex- 
pense of the contractor, as will be shown by the report, which will be sus- 
tained by proper vouchers. The contractor, Mr. Joseph Ward, for his 
faithful, honest and untiring services during fourteen months, has received 
nothing. In the quality of his work and his unceasing dono he has 
been true to his contract and faithful to the interest of the State, but from 
circumstances which could not be foreseen or controled, it has been at his 
own loss. I trust that the Legislature wil generously reward him for his 
services, his fidelity and his honor. 
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I would, in this connection, recommend that provisions be made for the 
sale of the remaining lots. So much of the proceeds as may be: necessary 
for that purpose, should be appropriated to the construction of the dome in- 
cluded in the original, design of this building, and the feneing and orna- 
menting of the- Grounds and the remainder to the erection óf a building for 
State University and Agricultural College. 

In consequence of receiving the report of the Treasurer ata lite hour 
last evening, I am unable to speak of the State finances with that delibera- 
tion and fullness which I could desire. 

Covering a period of two years, in which has occurred the transition from 
dependence upon the general Government for an appropriation to meet legis- 
lative, judicial and executive expenses to a state of independence and self. 
support in our local government, the exhibit is highly satisfactory. It 
shows a surplus in the Treasury of $4,340 59. The estimates of the Audi- 
tor and Treasurer, made several months previous to the: admission of the 
State into the Union, were below the actual expenses. This, however, is 
due in great measure to expenditures outside of the ordinary expenses of 
the Government. The Treasurer, with that superior ability which has 
characterized his administration of the State finances, in his report, which 
is quite full and explicit, makes several very valuable suggestions. I heartily 
concur with him in commending them to your consideration. 


. IMMIGRATION. 


Thousands are constantly swarming from the different countries of Európe 
to find homes in this land of free institutions. They bring with them a 
limited amount of capital, but what is more important toa new State, 
whose fertile soil is teeming with ready wealth, they bring with them pro- 
ductive industry. It is desirable that we should secure as large an influx of 
these people as possible, and with it receive the rich freight borne by this 
human tide. Other States have their chartered immigration societies and 
their salaried agents furnished with means, whose business it is to make 
known the advantages of their respective States, to give the immigrant cor- 
rect information as to routes and localities, to aid him in securing direct and. 
cheap conveyance, to guard him against the frauds and extortions of un- 
principled men, and to direct him to favorable localities in which he can 
find a home for his family and an open field for his labor. Nebraska, with 
millions of undeveloped wealth in her soi! and minerals, and with climate 
and commercial facilities unsurpassed by any new and inland State, has done 
almost nothing. . If not due to the immigrant himself, at the least it is due 
io our present population, that immediate and efficient measures be taken to 
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avail ourselves of this most effectual and desirable means for the early de- 
velopment of our material resources. The fame of our agricultural pro- 
ducts, our wheat and our cattle, have gone out to the world, and our almost 
unlimited power of production, certainly need not be mentioned here. 


COAL. 

Our minerals, although lying hitherto almost entirely unemployed, are re- 
ceiving the attention of citizens, and their value is being surely established. 
The recent discovery of coal fields in the southern and middle portions of 
the State, which are yielding a mineral of good quality, and not difficult to 
be worked, has been brought to the attention of the people. These mines 
give good promise of an ample supply of fuel and a removal of one of the 
most serious difficulties encountered by the settler. 


SALT. - 


Although comparatively little has been accomplished in the actual pro- 
duction of salt, that little has settled beyond question, if indeed further 
proof was needed, that we have, within sight of this hall, a rich and appa- 
rently inexhaustible supply of pure and easily manufactured article. It will 
be directly and indirectly a source of wealth to the State, whose great value 
no one can fully estimate. 

Prompted by a sense of the importance of the early development of this 
interest, I gave to Mr. A. C. Tichenor a lease, conditioned upon the appro- 
val of the Legislature, of one section of the saltlands belonging to the State. 
One-half of his interest in the lease was by Mr. Tichenor, assigned to the 
Nebraska Salt Company of Chicago. This company, from want of means 
or some unknown reason,' has failed to fulfill the obligations undertaken in 
their purchase. So far has it failed that the local demand for salt has not 
been supplied, and that it has been unable at times to supply even a single 
bushel for home consumption. It is credibly represented that this company 
has refused to pay the debts which it has contracted among our citizens. 
While such is the state of things with this company, experienced men de- 
clare their readiness to invest in these works any required sums, if the op- 
portunity is presented them. 

The original lessee, in assuming and meeting the liabilities of the com- 
pany, has a considerable amount invested in buildings and other works 
adapted to the prosecution of successful manufacture. He, as managing 
agent for the company, has been faithful, though he has failed to receive the 
support which it was the duty of the company to render. He should not by 
any action of the State be made to suffer. But the public interest is at too 
great an extent, involved in the speedy and full development of the produc-. 
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tive capacity of these salt springs to allow them to lie in the hands of those 
who from lack of energy or means, shall fail to work them to their full ex- 
tent. Though the Government should not take possesssion of the works 
built by Mr. Tichenor, without making full compensation, the General As- 
sembly should at least take such action as will soon result in securing the, 
manufacture of salt to the greatest possible extent. | 


. STATE MILITIA. 


That provision be made for the enrollment and organization of the State 
Militia, I would strongly urge upon you. The hostility of the Indians, and 
their occasional depredations upon our fellow citizens on the frontier, though 
there were no other considerations in its favor, would seem to require this. 
The hardy pioneers who form the vanguard of civilization, should be fully 
supported. Repeatedly on the ‘southwestern borders, they have been at- 
tacked and their property destroyed, their kindred slain, scalped and bar- 
barously mutilated, and no military force near to protect or to avenge them. 
Driven from their homes, they have traveled the long distance to the Capi-, 
tal.of the State, and with tears rolling down their cheeks, have pleaded with 
the Executive for protection. But those fiends in human form had come and 
gone. Their being no Military organization, all that the Executive could 
do for these injured men was to furnish them with arms and ammunition, 
and advise them to organize, that they might be better prepared to repel any 
future attack. 


Acting upon this FE in the fall of 1867, a company of volunteers, 
consisting of those who had been plundered of their stock, stripped of all 
their goods, and compelled to abandon their homes, was organized. This 
company was by my order, mustered into the service of the State. It re- 
mained in the service about two months, patroling the country and guarding. 
the settlements against attack. T feel assured that the Legislature will have 
no hesitation in making an appropriation to compensate them for their time 
and expense during that period. 

Thanks to Generals Custar, Sheridan and Sherman, there is a prospect 
that the Indian will be taught that the white man will not abide his thiev- 
ing, his treachery, his disregard for life, and his barbarous code of indis- 
criminate vengeance. 

Notwithstanding the promptness with which General Augur, commanding 
the department of the Platte, rendered every assistance that was at the time 
in his power, and of whom, on every suitable occasion, I desire to express 
my high appreciation, still the experience of the past has taught that it is 
not the part of prudence to rely upon the general Government alone to furn- 

0 ] 
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ish protection to the frontiersman. Our own arms should not be listless. I 
trust that nothing which the circumstances seem to require will be left un- 
done. Those who go out upon the frontiers should be made to feel that the 
strong arm of the State will be swift and constant to extend to them full | 
protection. Not the interests of those upon the border alone, but of the 
whole community demand this. It cannot be done in the absence of mili- 
tary organization. 
ADJUTANT GENERAL. 

The care and preservation of the military records, the correspondence, 
upon military affairs, the care of the ordinance, arms, and ammunition, be- 
longing to.the State make it necessary that the office of Adjutant General 
be created and provided with a suitable salary. I have been obliged to em- 


ploy an extra clerk for this work during the past eighteen months, and ask 
the Legislature to compensate him for his services. : 


- STATE'S ATTORNEY. 

Important questions Which can be settled only by litigation, and in which 
the State has important interests, have been suffered to lie because there 
was no appropriation made to defray the expenses attending their adjudica- 
tion. A sufficient sum should be set apart for this purpose, that the State 
may retain able counsel. 

Under the law authorizing the Governor to employ counselin behalf of 
the State, I have in several instances availed myself of the valuable services 
of the Hon. C. S. Chase. In consequence of their being no appropriation 
to cover these expenses, his bill for the fees will come before you. 

' ODAIMS. , 

‘A balance of the demand against the general Government, for military 
services, amounting to about fifteen thousand dollars, remains unadjusted. 
An agent should be sent to Washington to prosecute the claim. He should 
also be authorized to receive the amount, nearly twelve thousand dollars, that 
is due to the State by virtue of the act of Congress giving to the State five 
per cent. of the receipts from the sale of the public lands within its boun- 
daries, for the support of common schools. The settlement of this claim 
was secured by your Executive, who went to Washington at his own expense 
for that purpose. The amonnt still lies in the National Treasury, for the 
reason that no one has been authorized by law to receive it for the State. 

| PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 

Again the members of the Legislature have come up from thé different 
portions of the State with complaints of the inefficiency and injustice of our 
school laws sounding in their ears. These complaints are frequently far 
from being just; often they are but expressive of prejudices arising from 
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the influence of former associations. As. individuals we are frequently too 
prone to approve or condemn, as the law agrees or disagrees with the law in 
the State of our nativity or former residence. It is also by no means rare 
that the law failing to meet some peculiar circumstances, its general adapta- 


tion is overlooked, and it is subjected to unmerited condemnation, These 


complaints are so numerous that the feeling prevails that we have no estab- 
lished public school system, nor even settled policy of public instruction. 
It therefore is devolved upon you to give to the State a school system, that 
shall be in its operation equitable and efficient, complete in all its parts, and 
as a whole, harmonious. l N 


SCHOOL BUILDING FUND. 


Whether it is necessary to a perfect free school system, to provide a school 
building fund, which shall be distributed to all districts which shall have oc- 
casion to erect school houses, should be made a subject of careful considera- 


tion. If deemed advisable to create such a fund, it should be apportioned - 


in equal sums which shall not exceed two-thirds or three-fourths of the mini- 
mum cost of the building of lowest grade, to be fixed by law; that shall en- 
title the distriet to the benefits of the fund. Such a fund should secure in 
every district a school house, that would be creditable to the State, 


By the change from precinct to independent management of the schools, 
made by the school law passed at the May session in 1867, injustice was 
done in many cases. A return now to precinct taxation would in some in- 
stances increase that injustice. Under the former law the Whole precinct 
was taxed, for the erection of the school building in each sub-district. 
Since the passage of the present law, new districts, the inhabitants of which 
had borne their share of those burdens, nów, as independent districts, must, 
unaided, bear their own. A general fund for that purpose, would remove 
the evil, and under proper restrictions might became an important part of a 
free system. : |

SCHOOL REPORTS. 


It is worthy of inquiry, whether all that is necessory, has been done to 
secure reports that are sufficiently full and explicit to furnish such complete 
and accurate statistics as to give a definite idea of the condition of the 
schools and the efficiency of the system. These reports and statistics are in- 
dispensible to intelligent legislation as well as to efficient superintendence. 
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GRADED SCHOOLS. 


It is important that more positive encouragement for the establishment of 
graded sehools be extended to those distriets in which the number of chil- 
dren to be educated will make them desirable. This can be done in the dis. 
tribution of the school funds. Division of labor isa greater economy in 
teaching than in any other department of industry. i 


SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENCE. 


No school system will prove successful without constant and efficient su- 
pervision. This will be best attained by entrusting it to hands which are 
not at the same time burdened with other official duties. "The local as well 
as the general superintendence of the schools and their interests, should be 
made independent offices. To the latter should be attached an ample salary, 
sufficient to secure the constant services of our best men. This want has 
been too long and generally felt to need discussion. 


STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The three thousand dollars appropriated at the May session of the last 
general Assembly for the completion of the Normal School Building at Peru, 
has been expended for that purpose. The institution is now in successfu] 
operation. I would refer you to the report made to the State Auditor by 
its Board of Education for more definite information, and also for such sug- 
gestions as they, in the course of its madagement, have by experience found 
necessary. I cannot uige too strongly upon you the necessity of full pro- 
vision for successful management and efficiency in this branch of our educa- 


tional system. 


THE DEAF AND DUMB AND THE BLIND 


Notwithstanding the provision fomnd in our statutes for the education of 
those unfortunate classes, one only, and that of the former class, has accept- 
ed the bounty of the State. Whether a repugnance felt by themselves and 
their friends to the long separation necessary in going out of the State is the 
eause of this, or whether it is an indication of the small number in the State 
who need this aid, is worthy of inquiry. Should the first be found true, it 
will move you to provide institutions for their benefit at home, while if the 
last be true, the knowledge of it will be a source of satisfaction. 
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STATE LIBRARY. 


An appropriation should be made for the purehase of volumes to fill out 
the sets of law reports, parts of which we already have. This branch of the 
library is continually increasing, and excepting in a few cases of loss in trans- 
portation, it is for the most part kept complete in the current publications 
by the system of exchanges which has grown up among and is fostered by 
the States. The vacancies caused by these occasional losses and the inability 
of the States to supply, can at present in most instances be ' supplied at reas- - 
onable cost; but as the editions shall become exhausted. the difficulty and 
expense of procuring them will be greatly increased. There are many 
valuable and recent works on elementary law, which should be added to that 
branch of the library. To the miscellaneous department limited additions of 
standard works should be made from time to time, as the progress of art, 
science and literature shall make thefn desirable. 


LAW REPORTS OF NEBRASKA. 


From the different States which send to our library their own reports, 
there are frequently coming to us requests for the reports of Nebraska. To 
our mortification we are obliged to reply that no Nebraska reports have yet 
been published. The whole truth is that we have no effectual provision to 
secure them. Apparently it indicates a distrust of our own. juridical ability. 
This should not be. With a bench occupied by talent that is recognized by 
all, and from which are pronounced opinions that will. compare favorably 
with those reported in other States, effective measures should be taken to se- 
cure their publication. It would supply a want long felt by our lower courts. 


They frequently are embarrassed in the administration ot laws, from the dif. 
ficulty of ascertaining. what are the decisions made in the superior courts. 


THÉ OLD CAPITOL BUILDING 


The grounds upon which the old State House pude. were given by the 
citizens of Omaha to be used by the Territory for the erection thereon of the 
Capitol. - In addition to this, the city gave toward the completion of the 
building about thirty thousand dollars in bonds, which have been redeemed. 
On the fourth of March next, the State will have removed from them all its 
movable property and have ceased to occupy them for the purpose originally 
designed. I recommend that they be granted to the city of Omaha to be 
used for a High School, on the condition that when they shall no > longer be 
used for that purpose they shall revert to the State. | 


a 
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EXECUTIVE MANSION. 


I am constrained to recommend the erection, within the next two years, 
of a suitable residence for the use of the Executive of the State. This is 
urged, not for the advantage of the present incumbent, but that of his suc- 
cessors. The present meagre salary allowed by the Constitution is quite in- 
sufficient to defray their necessary expenses. No citizen, if not blessed with 
wealth, who resides away from the capital, can afford to be Governor of Ne- 
braska. Unless some remedy be provided, the Executive office will be closed 
to all, however able or worthy, unless they are able to make a pecuniary sac- 
rifice. 


THE INSANE. 


The number of this unfortunate class for which the State, from pruden- 
tial as well as benevolent motives, has undertaken to provide that superior 
treatment and care which, exclusive attention and experience alone can give, 
has increased within the last two years at an unexpected rate. Within that 
time eleven new subjects, at an average expense,of $225, have been sent to 
the Iowa Hospital at Mt. Pleasant. These cases of insanity have been con- 
fined to no one district or neighborhood, so that they should indicate that 
this fearful malady has been induced by local causes. Nemaha, Richardson, 
Johnson, Otoe, Lancaster, Cass, Douglas, Washington, Dodge and Platte 
counties have each furnished one or more. The apparent causes have also 
been widely different. Drunkenness, grief at the loss of property, disease, 


.fear, and vice, have all contributed from their vietims to inerease the number. 


The average annual expense at the hospitalis two hundred and eighty 
dollars, making for the present number, nineteen patients, an aggregate of 
five thousand three hundred and fifty dollars. This, increased by the ex- 
pense incurred in conveying patients to the hospital, gives a present annual 
expense to the State of about seven thousand one hundred and fifty dollars. 

These facts suggest that the time has nearly arrived when economical con- 
siderations alone will require that thesé unfortunate people shall find an 
asylum under the control and within the borders of their own State. I com- 
mend this subject to your consideration, suggesting that provision be made 
for the erection, within the next two years, of a hospital for the insane. 


STATE PENITENTIARY. 


The construction of a penitentiary is a publie necessity that long has been 
admitted and felt by all good citizens. Until within a very short period such 
was the frequency of escape from the places of confinement that the sen- 
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tence of imprisonment was little more than a farce. At present the State 
convicts are confined in overcrowded county jails. Frequently the cells are 
underground, badly ventilated, damp and unwholesome. . The treatment of 
the State convicts shouldinclude their employment at such labor as would be 
profitable to the State. I recommend that the Legislature take such action 
as may be necessary to effect the early building of the penitentiary, and 
that the State convicts be employed in its construction. 


! PARDON OF CRIMINALS. 


During my official term, in thirteen instances, on the application by 
petition and the representation of Judges, Jurors, Prosecuting Attorneys, 
and many of the best citizens-of the State, this extraordinary power has been 
exercised. In several cases it was for the purpose of restoring civil and 
political privileges, forfeited by their crimes, to those who had undergone 
nearly the full extent of their penalty. For this purpose William Seeber, 
J. D. Lewis, Lloyd Thomas, George Young, James Harris, James Brash, 
and Benjamin H. Reems, have been made subjects of Executive clemency. 
Once, in the case of David-R. Rogers, this power has been exercised to re- 
lieve from declining health and save- from premature death. In four in- 
stances that seemed to warrant it, and at the prayer of many good citizens, 
minor fines have been remitted. If, in any instance, the Executive has 
erred, it has been from no wish to interfere’ with the administration of jus- 
tice, but he has been moved thereto by representations and earnest petitions . 

signed by a large portion of the best citizens of the community in the midst 
of whom the offence was committed. j 


INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


No greater interests have been commiteed to the hands of any Legislature 
than to-day rest in yours. The present and future material and political im- 
portance of the State mainly depend upon wealth and population. The early 
or late settlement of our inviting and fruitful public lands; the speedy or 
slow.development of almost e resources; the dipanon of our grow- 
ing wealth or its retention by our own people, our grasping the helm of com- 
merce, or letting it pass from our hands, are almost wholly involved in our 
policy toward internal improvements. ; 

The National Government, by generous grants of the public lands to the 
several States, seeks with impartial liberality, to utilize to the fullest extent, 
all our national resources. Such administration on the part of the States 
as will secure their own greatest present and future prosperity, will secure 
the end sought by the grant, and fulfill rhe tacit obligation assamed by ac- 
cepting it.

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‘The objects of internal improvements to which the nett proceeds of the 
lands can be applied, are roads, railways, bridges, canals and improvements 
of water-courses and draining of swamps.. Of these there are but two which 
will require any considerable aid from the public Treasury—viz: bridges 
and railways. 


BRIDGES. à 


That great- National enterprise which cannot be mentioned without 
awakening feelings of just satisfaction and pride in every American citizen, 
the Union Pacific Railroad running through the middle of the State, and its 
entire length yields but little more than one half the advantage to the in- 
terior which should be derived from it. Running along the north bank of 
the Platte river, whose quicksands, and wide, shallow and treacherous waters 
prove a great barrier to communication, this road loses, to a great extent, its 
possible benefits to a rich country, many thousands of miles in extent. The 
construction of several bridges across that river at favorable points would, in 
some measure, secure those advantages and yield continual profit. It would 
also tend to annihilate the bad influences of a geographical division of the 
State, that has been an abiding evil from the day of our organization. The 
Legislature will, I think, aet wisely if it devotes thé proceeds of the State 
lands to secure the construction of' bridges across the river at the following 
places, viz: One near its mouth, one at or near Ashland, one at or near 
Columbus, and one at or near Grand Island. 

In passing, I wish to refer to the refusal of the Secretary of the Interior, 
to issue the bonds now due to the company who are pushing forward the con- 
struction of this road with such marvelous rapidity. "The plea that the cul- 
verts are not sufficiently substantial, since it is known that they were built 
of the best material then at hand, that they have not yet failed, and that 
they now are being replaced as fast as possible with durable stone structures, 
ought not to prejudice for one moment the interests of the company. I 
suggest that you memorialize Cqngress and the Secretary of the Interior 
upon the subject. 


RAILROADS. 


It would be a waste of time to stop here to speak of the Commercial im- 
portance or to discuss the great influence of railroads in securing the rapid 
settlement of the region of country through which they run, and its early 
growth. There are no unsupplied neighbors in the country the inhabitants 
of which are not intent upon securing communication by railroads. The 
lines are stretching out in all directions, America is emphatically the land 
of railroads. The National Government has interested itself in roads that, 
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bat their construction. id they in: turn “fave word Bi the ye

Thé sale of the State University and Agricultural College Jands will also 
demand your attention. One of the conditions imposed i in the grant ef 
“Public lands to the several States Which may provide colleges for the béne- 
fit of Agriculture and Mechanical Arts, ” is that a new State shall be en- 
titled to the benefits of the act by expressing the acceptance therein required 
wibhin three years from the date of its admission into the Union, and pro” 
viding the college or cólleges within five yéars after such acceptance, as pre- 
scribed in the act. It will bé seen that but three years remain for the erec- 
tion of the building. The. proceeds of the endowinent will be needed i im- 
mediately upon its completion. 

I ‘will barely allude to the question Which has arisin in some sections of 
the State as to the interpretation of ‘the law providing for the sale and leas- 
ing of the school lands. People ‘differ in their opinions as to whether the 
unsold lands can be again presented for sale after the first offering of them: 

Of the lands contiguous to the salt springs, which unquestionably 5 were 
intended to aid, so far às such aid should be needed, in the developitient of 
the full capacity of the springs, and to furnish ' sufficient area for the con- 
veniencies of salt manufacture, T would recommend that so much as may be 
required for that object be sold or given for the sinking of wells, and that a 
tax of two cents on every bushel of salt made shall be exacted and received. 
by the State. This, if the opinion of competent men who have examined 
the springs are well based, will be economy on the part of the State. The 
estimate that’ brine can be obtained in quantities equivalent 1 to upward of one 
thousand barrels of salt per day. 

The internal improvement lands should be given under proper restrictions, 
including the conditions imposed by Congress, directly to those bridge and 
railroad companies whose works will entitle them, according to your Judg- 
ment, to the aid of the State. - 

They should be given in quantities prescribed by law, and only upon 
completion of certain portions of the works. 

The State desires the early completion of substantial'and enduring 1 
of internal improvement. That which would insure energetic action 
om the part of individuals will secure it on the part of companies, and that 
which fails to insure it on the part of individuals will fail to secure it on the 
part of companies.

. LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


“To the Honorable, the Speaker of the House of Representatives: ? 


In presenting to the General Assembly, this, my first report on the con- 
dition of the State Library. I desire to call attention to one serious defect, 
which is the source of general inconvenience and ‘dissatisfaction. It is this; 
many of the séries of Law Reports are imperfect or broken. Whether this 
was the case in the original collection, I have been unable to determine fróm 
any records that could be found at or since the time that the Library came 
under my supervision. To show this defect distinctly, I have collected, in 
the body of this report, and under an appropriate head, the titles and nüm- 
bers of the missing volumes. The aggregate number is three hundred and 
seventy-eiglit. It should be added that the acquisition of these volumes, 
will, with but.few instances, complete the full réports of the several States. 
Our.inability to furnish the Law Reports of Nebraska in exchange, dóubt- 
lessly has induced on the. part of many of the States, less care in furnishing 
us with their publication. This remark will apply also to our statistical re- 
ports. These are far from reaching that extent and fulness which. are on- 
-aidered necessary to intelligent and progressive legislation.

but without debate ; if there be no appeal, - the: decision of the Chair shall 
be sumbitted to: If the decision be in favor of the member called to order, 
he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, he shall not be permitted. to 
proceed, in case any member object, without leave of the House; and, if the 
case require it, he shall be liable to the censure of the House.

It appears, however, that i in canvassing the votes, dy the County ‘Clerk 
and Canvassing Board of Saunders county, which were Supposed , to be 
proper parties to canvass the vote of the Representative “District, and upon 
which canvass the present sitting member received his certificate, thé votes 
in Bütler county and the votes in the three precincts of Camden, Seward 


X 
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and Oak Grove, in Seward county, were not counted ; whereby the entire 
votes of those counties of Butler and Seward, cast for the contestant were 


thrown out. 


The reason alleged for not counting the vote of Butler county, is, that the 
returns were not made to the Clerk of Saunders county, as the law requires, 
but we returned to the Secretary of State, with the. other State, returns. 
This, if true, ought not, in the opinion of a majority of your committee, 
to invalidate the vote of Butler county, inasmuch as there is no reason to 
think that the election was not a fair one, and conducted according to law. 
The people ought not to be. disfranchised when there is no fraud, simply by 
a misapprehension of the law by officers. 


Itis alleged as the reason for throwing out the votés in the three pre- 
cinets of Camden, Seward, and Oak Grove, in Seward county, that the returns 
were not properly certified ,—that is, that they were certified to by a person 
named James A. Brown, claiming to be county clerk of Seward county, whom 
board of the canvassers did not see proper to recognize as such; while on the 
other hand, the returns from the other two precincts in which the contestant 
‘received no votes, certified to by a person named Wm. H. Réed, also claiming 
to be county clerk of Seward county, were not excepted to. There is no 
evidence that the election in said precincts was illegal in any respect, and 
the only question at issue seems to be the manner of making the returns. 
No proof has been offered that the votes cast wereillegal, and your commit- 
tee (a majority) think that no mere lack of form in making returns should be 
allowed to defeat the expressed will of the people. The sitting member asks 
more time to procure evidence, but the majority of the committee think he 
has had all necessary time, inasmuch as the records of the case, the best evi; 
dence which can be offered, were before the committee; and also, that the 
parties have had abundant opportunity and time to prepare for the case. 


The committee are satisfied that James A. Brown was county clerk of 
Seward county, de facto, and his acts should haye been recognized as official 
by the canvassing board, and the fact that three out of the five election 
boards of the five precincts of Seward county did recognize him as such is 
evidence that there was good reason to believe that he was the legitimate 
county clerk. The election boards making returns to said James A. Brown 
were as justly entitled to decide the question as the board of canvassers of 
an adjoining county. |

.The undersigned member of the Committee on Privileges and Elections, 
respectfully submit the following minority report : That with the other 
members of the committee, they have examined the testimony and papers in 
the contested election case between Mareus Brush, the sitting mémber, and 
H. W. Parker, contestant for the seat occupied by him in this House, as a 
member from the 9th Distriet, composed of the counties of Saunders, Sew- 
ard and Butler. ^ 


We have made a careful examination of all the testimony before the com- 


mittee. This we believe to be due to this Honorable House, as well as to 
the contestants. The Constitution of our State having clothed this branch 
of the legislative department with the plenary power to judge of the quali- 
fications of its own members, we could not feel that we had discharged our 
solemn obligations to your honorable body, the contestants and ourselves, 
without due consideration of all the facts before us, and a fair and “impartial 
passing upon the same, in accordance with the lawà which govern in election 
contests and the usage and practice in similar cases which have heretofore 
came before this department of our Legislature.’ The contestant, Mr. H. 
W. Parker, caused to be served upon the sitting member, Mr. - Marcus 
Brush, notice in due time, of his intention to contest his seat in this body. 
The main points-in the notice on which he relies, are as follows, to-wit : 


Ist. He claims that the October election in this State, held on the 13th 
of said month, A. D. 1868, he received in.the county of Seward, in the 
precinct of Camden, twenty-three legal votes, and at the precinct of Seward, 
fifty-eight legal votes, which were not counted by the Canvassing Board. 

2nd. Thst the votes polled in those precincts were legally polled : and le- 
gally counted by the judges of elections of those precincts.; and that the said 
judges were legally qualified to receive, count and return votes of their res- 
pective precincts. ` o 

3rd. That the said votes were legally retvrned by one James A. Brown, 
the acting county clerk of said Seward county. 

4th. That he received a majority of all the legal votes polled in said rep- 
resentative district. l pal 

An examination of the facts on these points, as presented by the. relevant 
testimony before your committee, will exhaust the whole inquiry. In our 
investigation of these points, and arriving at our, conclusions upon the testi- 
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mony before us, we endorse the late "able opinion of the. Supreme Court of 
the State of Ohio, as enunciated in 15th Oho State Reports, page 134: that 
public offices in this State do not exist in virtue of common law. They are 
the creatures of the constitution and the statute. The right to àn elective 
ofice * * *. can only bé acquired by an election pursuant to the provis- 
ions of the statutes. And it is a settled rule that where a new right, or the 
means of acquiring it, is conferred, and an adequate remedy for its invasion 


is given by the same statute, parties injured are ‘confined to the statutory 


redress.” The statutes of the State of Nebraska—revised statutes page 143, 
section 26—provides “ that a candidate, choosing to contest the right of any 
person proclaimed duly elected to a seat in the House of Representatives, 
shall give notice thereof to the person whose election he ‘intends to contest 
expressing the points on which the same shall be contested ;” and the 28th 
section of the same chapter provides that * no testimony shall be received by 
the person or persons officiating. at the taking of the depositions on the part of 
the contestants which does not relate to the points specified in the notice.” 
From the authority quoted and the statute cited, we believe that in review- 
ing the matter of this contest in said committee, that it was proper only for 
the said committee to examine the testimony brought’ before it in pursuance 
with the statutory laws of this State. The depositions taken in this case and 
tránsmitted to the Speaker of this House, and which were referred to the said 
committee, are regular in form. Therefore we have received them; and 
in weighing the testimony, have considered them as the most solemn, the 
highest and best evidence of which this case in its nature is susceptible of 
receiving according to our statutory provisions. In fact, we believe that 
for this committee to receive any other evidence in this ease for their con- 
sideration than that taken and transmitted to this House, as is provided by 
law,is a dangerous innovation, without precedent and subversive of the 
dearest rights secured to freemen by the ballot box, as well as unjust to the 
party against whom euch cumulative testimony may be used. In this case 
the majority of this committee have, no doubt for reasons satisfactory to them, 
been pleased to receive and consider testimony of the latter kind; to which 
we shall have occasion to advert in the further consideration of this contest. 
The depositions transmitted to this House and taken in pursuance of said 
notice, do not show that the said contestant. received any votes at either pre- 
cinct therein referred to. They do not show that the votes in these pre- 
cincts were either legally polled or legally counted; nor do they show that 
the said judges were qualified and had the power to receive, count and re- 
turn the votes of those precincts. They do not show that the said judges re- 
O 1 
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turned the poll books and tally sheet ,to the County Clerk of said county, . 

nor do they show that said contestant received a majority of all the legal 
votes polled in said Representative District. While upon the other hand, 

the testimony is that one James A. Brown, received said returns, poll book, 

tally lists, &c., on the 14th day of October, A. D. 1868, and afterward, on 
the 11th dis of November, 1868, left them on the counter in the store at 
Seward, in the presence of one W. H. Reed, County Clerk of said county 
of Seward, who did not reeeive them into his custody; he saying that he ` 
knew nothing about them. It is further in evidence that the said contestant 
received and conveyed the poll book and tally list of said election, from said 
Camden precinct to Seward, in said county; he being neither a judge or 
clerk of said election. That the returns of said election had at said Sew- 
ard precinct, were not sealed up and transmitted as the law directs, but were 
tied up with a string. It appears that James A. Brown, to whom the poll 
books and returns of those precincts were returned, is not and was not the 
Coúnty Clerk of Seward county; yet without any authority of law he 
held the same in his custody more than twenty days hs time for the 
County Clerk of said Seward county to transmit to the County Clerk of the 
first county named in bis Representative District, abstracts of the votes cast 
in his county. This matter cannot be more clearly stated than in the lan- 
guage of the said Brown. In his deposition he says: ‘I left them on the 
counter in the store at Seward, in presence of W. H. Reed, County Clerk 
of Seward county, with the remark that they belonged to his office, on the 
11th day of November, 1868; ^ and we find all this occurred after the 
time that the Clerk of Sanderi county had given the certificate of election 
to Marcus Brush, the sitting member. ` 


And it is further shown by said depositions that Marcus Brush, the 
sitting member, at the October election A. D. 1868, in the representative 
district composed of Saunders, Seward and Butler counties, received the - 
highest number of legal votes polled, and is duly elected for the term of two 
years from the date of said election. Ifthe committee had confined itself to 
a consideration of the testimony regularly transmitted to this House in ac- - 
cordance with the statutes made and provided for election contests of the 
character under consideration, we do not hesitate to say that we believe there 
would only be presented to this Hotse a majority report alleging that the 
notice of the contestant is wholly unsustained, and that your committee are 
of the opinion that the sitting member is entitled to his seat. But the con- 
testant, not willing to rely on the testimony taken in pursuance of said no- 
tice, without precedent and authority of law, has introduced to said committee 
cumulative testimony; which testimony we think was very improperly re- 
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ceived by this committee, The object of the law in providing that the con- 
testant shall give notice to the party whose seat is to be contested, is to ad- 
vise him of the points on which the same shall be contested, and that he 
may have time to prepare his testimony on thosé points. Your committee 
received while in session additional testimony from the contestant of which 
the sitting member had no notice or time to introduce any rebutting testi- 
mony which he might be able to secure. There is no law in this State which 
warrants the exercisé of such power by your committee. Again, by the 51st 
standing rule of this House your committee can onlv take into consideration 
such matters touching elections and returns as shall be presented and refer- 
red to them by this House. Your committee, disregarding the law and the 
standing rule of this Honse, did receive as testimony poll books and tally 
lists purporting to be records of the election held on the 18th of October, 
1868, in the precincts of Camden, Seward and Oak Grove, in said county of 
Seward ; also a certified transcript from the Secretary of State of votes polled 
in the poultice of Saunders and Butler, and a statement of the contestant 
and affidavit of W. W. Cox, The sitting member being advised of this ex- 
traordinary exercise-of a power in which your committee had tio discretion, - 
in his proper person asked your committee for reasonable time to prove that i 
the judges and clerks of the election at said Camden and Seward precinct, 
were not qualified judges and clerks of said election, and that said’ poll books 
and’ tally lists were not transmitted to the elerk of the county of Seward ; 
that the ballot boxes in three precincts in‘the counties of Butler and Saun- 
ders giving contestant twenty-five majority were removed from the view of 
the eleetors contrary to the law specially made and provided ; that he did 
have and receive a majority of all the votes cast in said representative dis- 
trict, and to produce other testimony pertinent to the case; which reasonable 
request was refused by a majority of your committee, and not one hour's time 
was allowed. We believe that. the testimony desired to be introduced by the 
sitting member, when the majority of your committee had received the cu- 
mulative.testimony of the contestant was pertinent and relative and ought 
'to have been received for the purposes of giving the matter of this contest a 
fair consideration, if not a legal one. In the contested election case reported 
in Senate journal Ist session, page 16, the committee in their repott Say: 
* The law under which the election was held requires the judges and clerks 
of election to be qualified in a certain way, and we think its requirements 
cannot be dispensed with.” Again they say: The election law requires 
the polls to be open continually during the day from nine o’clock in the 
morning until six o’clock in ‘the evening, and that the ballot box shall be 
continually in view of the electors present; hence the law passed for the pro- 
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tection of the honest voter,and the preservation of the purity of the ballot 
box and the sacred rights of the elective franchise has been most grossly vio- 
lated in both the letter and «its spirit” This language and the report was 
adopted by that honorable body. — É 

As to the poll books and tally lists submitted by contestant, we think that 
they are of most doubtful parentage. The poll book of Oak Grove pre- 
cinct 18 not certified to by any persons claiming to be either judges or clerks 
of the election held in that precinct, but merely by individuals in their 
private capacity. The testimony in the depositions regularly transmitted to 
this House, show that the poll books and tally sheets have not been in the 
custody of any officer whose duty. it was to protect them, as the law directs, 
but rather that they have been the common property of any one who may 
have been pleased to care for them. In fact, they are now before your com- 
mittee'in Violation of the law, whose guardian power is intended to shield 
the ballot box and maintain inviolate the right of elective franchise. There 
was not any evidence before your committee to identify the said poll books 
and tally lists of Camden and Seward precints as being the veritable poll 
books and tally lists of the said election at these places, and there presence 
here without such testimony is presumptive evidence that they are spurious. 
Jn considermg these poll books and talley sheets, we have been compelled to 
treat them with no more considerotion than the Honorable President of the 
present Senate, who while in joint convention with this House, refused to 
count the same votes. The certified abstact of votes for the counties of 
Saunders and Butler, certified to by the Honorable Secretary of State, to 
the true and certified copies of the abstract of the votes of the counties do 
not show that they were at any time or place made by any person having 
authority to make the same, nor are they certified to by any officer or person 
as being official, true and correct. Upon the whole, we think that if it were 
at all legal to consider the cumulative testimony introduced by the contes- 
tant, that it is of such doubtful character that it would’ be unwisé and most 
injudicious in this House to disturb the sitting member in his seat, because 
thereof, as well as the flagrant disregard of the election laws of this State, 
and an unwarranted disturbance of the safe-guards of the ballot box. - There 
is alsq before your committee a statement of the contestant, made, relative 
to this contest; it is not under the solemn attestation of an oath, and while 
in the determination of the facts before us, it is entitled to but little impor- 
tance as evidence, yet it bears such a relation in phraseology and punctua- 
tion to the majority report of this committee, that we deem it of sufficient 
interest to give it a passing notice. . Whether the contestant and the ma- 
jority of this committee have been inspired by the same muse, may be ad- 
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judged from the fact that the majority. report: to this House and the said 
statements of the contestant, with the exception of the address of the ma- 
jority. report, and the concluding resolution, the -one being signed by the 
contestant and the other by the majority of the committee, are-the same. 
And whatever we may say in reference to these statements, are not intended 
as a review of the majority report. The poll books: of. all the precincts of 
the counties of said Representative. District have not been before your com- 
mittee, and therefore it does not appear to us as it seems to appear to the 
majority of this committee ; from the statement ofthe contestant alone, that 
the contestant received a clear majority of twenty-two votes in the District. 
It does not appear from the testimony, and only on the statement of the 
contestant, that the Canvassing Board and County Clerk of Saunders county 
threw out the entire votes of contestant, -received by him in the counties of 
Seward and Butler. But on the contrary, it is in-testimony before your 
committee, that no returns of the. precincts of Oak: Grove, Camden and ` 
Steward, in the county of Seward, and no returns from the county of Butler 
were made to the County Clerk of said Saunders county.. 


Tt is nowhere alleged, except in the statement of the contestant and adopt- 
ed by the majority of this committee, that the reason for not counting said - 
votes.is that the returns were not- made to the county clerk of Saunders 
county, as the law requires, but were returned to the Secretary of State with 
other State returns. Upon this hypothetic statement of the contcstant in 
his statement he says: “ This, if true, ought not and will not, in the opin- 
ion of contestant, invalidate the: vote of Butler county, inasmuch as there is 

no ground for suspicion, but the election was in all respects fair and con- 
. ducted according to the letter of the statutes. The people ought not to be , 
disfranchised where there is no fraud simply by a misapprehension of the 
law on the part of officers.” This hypothetical statement of the contestant 
is made a part of the majority report, being only, changed in the words 
“being in the opinion of contestant,” and made to read “in the opinion of 
the majórity of your committee” In fact, the statement of “the contestant, 
so far as we are enabled to judge from tlie testimony of every kind before 
your committee, is hypothetical, and from the similarity of the majórity re- 
port of this committee with the mere statément of the contestant and the” 
almost entire want of testimony to support it, we think it is no injustice to 
the. report of the majority of this committee to say that the report is founded 
on the statement of the contestant, disregarding the evidence before your 
committee. In view of these facts, we respectfully submit to. this House if it 
will endorse a proceeding and finding not warranted by the laws of our State, 
contrary to the standing rule of this House, and evidently partial and unfair 
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in its application? If it will endorse a proteeding which makes a precedent - 
for a committee in this House to report on a matter submitted to it, being 
governed by no established laws, precedents or rules of this House and only 
by the arbitrary pleasure oftheir own minds? If this body, which partici- 
pates in making laws for the peace, happiness, and prosperity of this com- 
monwealth, wil encourage an invasion of the same when their wise provis- 
ions are sought to be applied to its own members? If your committee have 
the power to consider any other testimony than that referred to it by your 
honorable body, it only would have been right that the sitting member had 
been granted the privilege and he permitted to introduce testimony. for 
which he asked the permission. In this whole matter we only desire that 
justiee and truth may prevail, and to this end we have endeavored to pursue 
the right as it is given to us to see the right; eschewing party prejudice and 
all extraneous influence from whatever source presented, keeping before us 
the-law, the evidence, and the rule of this House. This matter we respect- 
fuliy submit for the further consideration of this House, not doubting but 
it will deal with it with that justice, equity and integrity as may be in con- 
sonance with its high prerogative. And in conclusion, permit us to-say that 
from the testimony before your committee, we are clearly of the opinion that 
in right and justice Marcus Brush, the sitting member, is entitled to his 
seat and ought not to be further disturbed therein. 

We therefore submit the following as an amendment to the caution ap- 
pended to the majority report: 

Resolved, That Marcus Brush is entitled .to the seat he now occupies, as 
a member of this House, from the Ninth Representative District of the 
State of Nebraska.

The Honorable The Speaker of the House of Representatives : A 


In presenting to the General Assembly this, my first report ón the con- 
dition of the State library, I desire to call attention to one serious defect 
which is the source of general inconvenience and dissatisfaction. It is this: 
Many of the series of law reports are imperfect, or broken. Whether 
this was the case in Y the original collection I have been unable to determine, 
from any records that could be found at, or since the time that the library l 
came under my supervision. To show this defect distinctly, I have collected 
in the body of this report, and under an appropriate head, the titles and 
numbers of the missing volumes. Their aggregate number is three hundred 
and seventy-eight. It should be added that the acquisition of these volumes . 
will in but few instances complete the full reports of the several States. 

Our inability to furnish the law reports of Nebraska in exchange, doubt- 
less has induced, on the part of many of the States, less care in furnishing 
us with their publications. This remark will apply also to our statistical 

U 
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reports. These are far from reaching that extent and fullness which: are 
considered necessary to intelligent and progressive legislation. 

Since 1860, the time beyond which the records of the library do not 
reach, the number of volumes lost is small, when it is considered that, until 
within the last two years the books were freely loaned in the midst of a 
fluctuating population. Many of those reported as borrowed and not 
returned, will not be restored. In one or more. instances, although the 
receipts are uncancelled, the borrower asserts that the books. were returned. 
The volumes, however, cannot be found, nether any record of them. 

The last General Assembly ordered the Librarian to subscribe for, keep 
files of, and have substantially bound, the weekly editions of all newspapers 
published within the State; but failed to make an appropriation to, cover 
the expenses attending the same. This omission should be supplied. . 

Frequently within the last two years it has been impossible to make 
prompt acknowledgement of the receipt of books sent from other States on 
account of the deficiency in the general fund, from which alone the express 
charges could be paid. This should be sirovided eee ‘i p Lo 
priation.

To the Honorable, the Speaker of the House of Representatives: I de- 
sire to call the attention of the General Assembly to the fact that three 
thousand, two hundred acres of land lying within the boundaries of the 
State, and chiefly in Otoe county, were selected and entéred in the name of 
the State of Alabama, under the provisions of an act of Congress, approved 
June 22, 1854. 

This act; as understood by those who made the selections, and as inter- 
preted by the Secretary of the Interior in a communication bearing date 
June 15, 1868, is in conflict with the general poliey of the national govern- 
ment, which in the terms of the grant confines the several States to selec- 
tions within their own limits. In case of deficiency of lands held within 
the States {by Government, scrip, which must be transferred, is issued in 
lieu thereof. As Alabama at that time had within her own limits not less 
than 6,700,000 acres of United States lands, there was no sufficient reason 
for such a departure from the general policy of the Government. 

I shall cheerfully concur in any action that the General Assembly, in viéw 
of these facts, shall deem necessary. -7

It would be proper, and' accord with the wishes of the United 'States au- 
thorities in the matter, if the Legislature, in conceding such jurisdiction, 
should provide that the civil officers of the State of Nebraska shall not 
thereby be precluded from entering upon this territory for the pürpose of 
serving any writ, or process, upon or against any person, not in the military 
service of the United States, who may attempt to take shelter there; and 
that it should be further provided, that if, in future, the United States shall 
cease to use and occupy, and shall parcel out or sell this territory for other 
than military uses, the sole and exclusive jurisdiction over it shall then and 
thereafter revert to, and rest solely in the State of Nebraska. 

I would invite your attention and: that of the Legislature to the fact that 
guch cession of jurisdietion has been usually granted in the older States 
‘under similar circumstances, and that no disadvantage can through it arise 
to the State of Nebraska; it simply gives to the United States guch contro] 
of its territory used for military purposes as is necessary, and as is custom- 
ary elsewhere. |

We have been called upon the discharge of duties, mue such responsi- 
bilities thrown upon us, as no preceding Legislature iu this State or Terri- 
tory has ever been called on to assume. How that duty has been dis- 
charged, history, and those who come after us, will determine. We go from 
here to where other duties will call our attention, other pleasures and other 
friends surround us. 

Through, and with all such, will my mind, as it turns back the pages of 
life's book, find many a pleasant.face with whom I have been familiar on 
this floor, indelibly photographed on the tablet of my memory. 

Permit me, gentlemen, to wish you a safe and speedy return to your homes 
and families; and without detaining you longer, to tender to you all and 
each a kindly farewell. i

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REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS 


LOCATE THE SEAT or GOVERNMENT OF THE STATE 
or NEBRASKA. 


To the Honorable, the Senate 988 Eo, of Representative of the Legislatura 
of Nebraska : 


In pursuance of the sequiremenis of the act of the E entitled, 
“ An act to provide for the location of the Seat of Government of the 
State of Nebraska, and for the erection of publie buildings thereat, 
approved June 14th, 1867. The Commissioners thereby appointed assembled 
at Nebraska City upon Thursday, July 18th, 1867, and prepared for a 
personal examination of the district, viz: - “ The county of Seward, the 
south half af the counties of Saunders and Butler, and that portion of the 
county of Lancaster lying “ North of the south line of township. nine,“ 
- within whioh a selection was to be made m the 88 Seat of the 
State Government. 

Having provided an outfit and —— Mr. Aug: F. Harvey as surveyor, 
to-ascertain the location of the lines of the proposed sites, we left. Nebraska 
City : on the afternoon, of the 18th day of July, and arrived at Lancaster, | 
in Lancaster county, on the evening of the 19th: The 20th and 22d were 
áccupied in a:full examination of the town sites of Saline City, or“ Vankee 
Hill," as it is more familiarly known; and Lancaster, the adjacent lands on 
both ides of Salt Creek and the atone pire from two to ae miler 
south of the E ^ 
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On the 23d of July the Commissioners: went down the valley of Salt 
Creek examining on the way a very beautiful and level plateau about six 
miles from Lancaster, and near Stevens Creek on the east side of Salt. 
Another site on the. west side, of Salt, on an\elevated table near Rock Creek, 
was shown us by parties dr in the neighborhood, and who &ráided us in 
an examining trip around its lines. 

The 23d was spent in reviewing the townsite proposed on the high laud 
west of and adjacent to the ile of Ashland, in the south east corner of 
Saunders county. . The surface of this site declined gently to the north and 
east, sufficiently for thorough , dArpinage; "and ity of, zs offen gs jthat Hut 


little expense will ever be involved for grading. From any part of it a Widely 


extended panarama is spread, embracing as it rises many square miles in the 
valley of the Platte and Salt Creek. Timber is abundant and inexhaustible 
quarries of fine rock outcross along the bluffs near the mouth of Salt Creek 
and along the Platte wihin one to four and five miles from the town: Salt, 
Creek affords excellent water power for manutacturing purposes in Ashland. 
The distatance of this site is about 35 miles from Plattsmouth near the 
eflux of Salt Creek to the Platte. 

On the 25th we went northwesterly along the old California trail through 
Saunders county, crossing the Wahoo near its head, and arriving at night- 
fal] at the residence of J. D. Brown, in Butler county. Upon this ‘Toute 
we observed no situation of omading advantages. 

Leaving Mr. Brown’s on the 26th we looked over the flat prairie, 
between the heads of Oak Creek and the eastern tributaries of the Blue, in 
towns 13 and 14 north, range 3 and 4, east in Butler county. Here is a 
wide tract of unbroken “ plain” upon which we drove for six hours without 
seeing a depression in the surface at either haud. We struck the ‘Blue in 
town 14, north range 2 east, passing down that stream after a drive that 
day, (including some diversions from the direct route to examine: points 
which looked well at a distance) of over 75 miles, we arrived at Seward 
Centre, in the fork of Plum Creek and the Blue; and opposite thé mouth of 
Lincoln Creek. All of the proposed site here could be seen at a glance. 
It lies on a high table between the streams named —is level—is surrounded 
by fertile valleys adjacent to timber, stone and first class water power, = 
is remarkable for healthiness of situation. i 

The advantages, indeed, are possessed in an equal dre E Milford, six 
to eight miles below Seward, and by Camden in the forks of the Blue. and 
West Blue—except that the last-named site was in.a lower elevation. We 
remained in Milford over. night, and on the 27th turned “eastward, and 
arrived at Saline City in the eveuiug. - l l À "ou 
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On the 29th, we made a more thorough examination of “ Yankee: Hill“ 
and Lancaster and their. surroundings, At the last named point the favor- 
able impressions received at first sight on the 19th were confirmed. . We 
found a gently undulating surface, its.prineipal elevation being near the. 
center of the proposed new'site.. The village: already established being in 
the midst.of.& thrifty and.considerable agricultural population ; .rock, timber 
and water power available within short distances. The centre of the great 
Saline region within two milés, and in addition to all other claims, The 
especial advantage was that the location was: at the centre of :a circle of 
about 110 miles in diameter along or near the circumference of which are 
the Kansas State line directly south, and the important towns of Pawnee 
City, Nebraska city, Plattsmouth, Omaha, Fremont and Columbus. 

The State lands which we observed in our tour were mainly away from 
considerable. bodies of timber or important water courses, and did not posséas 
to all.appearanees, any particular advantages, nor was the title of them so 
far vested in the State at that time (the report of the selection of lands by 
the Governor under the: acts of Congress admitting the State to the 
Union, not having then been certified or approved at Washington), as to 
warrant us in making: a selection where. there was a possibility that the title. 
might fail, or in waiting.until, by. confirmation at ini Se the title ans 
been. secured. wo Neh. 2 

Under ied. eirenmstanogs we anarai the proposition of the people 
residing i in the vicinity of Lancaster, offering to convey to the State in: fee 
simple, the. west half of the. west half of section 25, the east half and the 
south. west quarter: of section 26, which, with the. north west quarter of 
section 26, (the last, named quarter being Saline land all in town 10 range 6 
engt, the whole, embracing. 800 acres, and upon which it was proposed..to 
erect the new town. .In.addition the. trustees of the Lancaster Seminary.

T. Donovon, at Lancaster, and after a comparison of notes and th& discussion:

the seeond vote, Laneaster received the unanimous vote of the Commis. 
sioners. 

The Governor thén announced the result to the people, many of whom 
were awaiting, outside, the deceision. 

Having performed the business of the location of the new Seat of Gov: 
ernment; the Commissioners retunred to Omaha, leaving Mr. Harvey. at 


Lancaster to do the surveying necessary to locate tlie depressions and eleva- 


tions on the town site, preliminary to his furnishing a design for laying off 
the blocks, streets, and reservations and making a plat thereof. He com- 
pleted that labor on the 12th of August, when he notified the Commission- 
ers, and they again assembled at Lancaster, on the 13th day of August. 
On the 14th, the Commissioners formmally announced the founding of 
the town of “Lincoln” as the Seat of Government of Nebrasks, in the fol- 
lowing proclamation:

August, A. D. 1867, by virtue of authority in us vested ind- in accordáhee:

On the following day, Messrs. A. F. Harvey and A. B, Smith, engineers, 
with a corps of assistahts, who were sworn to perform faithful service, com- 
menced the survey of thé town. The design is calculated for the making 
of a beautiful town. The streets are one hundred and one hundred twenty- 
five feet wide, and calculated to be improved on all except O. and Ninth 
streets, and the other business streets around the Market Square and Court 
House Square with a street park outside of the curb line ; as for instance, 
on the 100 feet streets pavements of 12 feet wide and nar or double row 
trees, with grass plat between, 12 feet wide outside of the pavements, and 
ón the 120 feet streets the pavement and park to be each fifteen feet wide. 
This will leave-a road-way of fifty-two feet on the streéts 100 feet wide and 
60 feet on the wide streets, while on the business streets a 90 foot road-way 
will be ample room for all demands. of trade. . 

Reservations of nearly 12 acres each were made for the State House, 
Staie University and'a City Park, these being at about equal distances from x 
each other. 

Reservations of one block each were made for a Court House for Lancag- 
tér county, for a City Hall and Market Space, for a State Historical Library 
Association, and seven other squares, in proper location, for Public Schools.

The Commissioners have also reserved, lot 13, in block 101. for the use 
of the Independent Order of Good Templers, lot 14, in block 101, for the 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows, and lot 15, in block 101, for the 
Ancient Free and Accepted Masons. We respectfully ask the Legislature 
to confirm our action in respect to all of the reservations. 

"The surveying of the town was done in the most careful manner and. with 
the utmost patience, and we believe that the lines are so well established, that, 
future litigation about “lopping” of lots will be practically impossible. In 
every third street running north and south and every fourth or fifth street 
running east and west, there was set, at the center of intersection with 
every other street, a stone monument, even with the surface, in the. top of 
which a mark was fixed at the exact point of crossing of the lines. The 
work occupied Messrs. Harvey and Smith and a double party of assistants, 
constantly, until the 10th day of September, when having staked off every, 
lót in the town, e in a few blocks in the N. W. part of the N. W. i upon 
the “Saline land,” the work was completed. " 

In anticipation of the completion of the survey, and to ensure parties 
purchasing lots in time to build upon them before winter, and an early pro- 
vision of the means for commeneing work upon the State House, the Com- 
missioners, upon the 17th day of August, issued their advertisement. for, the 
first sale of lots, to be held on the 17th day of September. 

“This advertisement was authorized to be printed in such newspaper. -a8 
could give it the widest circulation. Upon the day of sale, the weather, 
Which had been excessively disagreeable for nearly a week, culminated in a 
cold, drizzly rain, in consequence of which not more than one hundred persons 
were present, and but few of those, the bidders we had expected. The 
whole aspect of affairs was disheartening. Persons who had loudly boasted of 
“their great expectations”? in buying lots and building houses; others who 
had begn lavish in prophecies of the unparralled success of the enterprise ; 
others who had been free with advice to us in regard to appraisements and 
sales; these and still others, who were certainly expected to be on the 
ean ‘and foremost in purchasing, had given us the cold shoulder, and 
were not present or within hearing. Indeed, your Commissioners almost 
felt that failure was after all to be the result. 

However, the first lot was put up, and after some delay i in getting. a bid- 
der, it was sold, to. J. G. Miller, Esq., for an advance of 25 cents on. the 
appraisement of $40. 

Rr small beginning was an index to the proceedings. for the day, and

- when the evening closed, the sales footing up only to about one-tenth of our 
expectations, our spirits or hopes were in no wise improved. 

The second and third days gave a better result, and on the fourth ant 
fifth, sunshine having come again, bringing more persons toithe sales and 
getting every one to feeling well, the bidding became” ‘éuiebairaging, à ‘ind the 
summing up of the five days offering was nearly if not quite satisfactory. 
STS sales here at this time amounted to about $34,000. .. 

The offering of lots was continued at Nebraska City from the 23d to the 
27th of September inclusive, andi in a Omaha on the 30th of ‘September to 
the 4th of October. 

The sales at Nebraska City and Omaha amounted to- about Ni ineteen 
Thousand Dollars, and aggregated with the amount at Lineola about 
$53,000, a sum ue large to So all désponideney and warrant 
renewed exertions. 

We again met an cbstacle which for a little while promised a dos deal 
o trouble. is m 

^ Under the “Capitol Bill" your Cemmissioners were required to. pay over 
the amount received from thé sales of lots to ‘the State Treasurer and | pay 
all expénded by warrants upon the State Treasurer Building ‘Fund held by 
that officer. We have, in this regard, to plead guilty to a technical violation 
of law. Except che sum of $148. none Vi the money l by us have 
ever been paid over. 

As soon as thé town was surveyed there bégan rumors. that the énemies 
of the enterprise were determined to defeat it if possible, and that nothing 
wbich could accomplish that end would be left undone. 

We were assured in the most reliable quarters that one of these defeating 
means would be thé'eujóining of the Treasurer against the payment of 
money upon warrants upon the building fund, an effort, which, even if the 


— 


injunction had not in the end been sustained; in the ordinary course of the 


courts; would have prevented active operations until it should be too late to 
secure the erection of the State House. 


In consequence of this rumor, well founded as it 89280 to be, hundreds 


of persons who would otherwise have invested largely in Lincoln lots, 
declined so doing ; others who had purchased or bid off lots, hesitated about 
paying the money and taking their certificates, while others became so fear- 
ful of a bad result, chat they even applied to the Commissioners for a 
restoration of the'aniouits paid and a cancellation of their certficates. 

At this juncture, some friends of the enterprise who were sureties upon 
oúr:ófficiak bond, called upon the others and Dn. and ‘furnished us

bends for the faithful performance of your duties as Commissoners respect- 
fully beg leave to formally protest against the deposit of any of the funds 
received by you from the sale of State property with the State Treasurer 
for the following reasons: 

lst, Becausse it has been repeatedly intimated by the enemies of the pre- 
sent Capitol location, that all monies so deposited will be attached and held 
so as to defeat the wishes of a majority of the people of the State by pre- 
venting the erection of the Capitol builings till after the sitting of the next 
Legislature. 

2d, Because we, having in good faith become sureties not as a personal 
favor to the Commissioners but to secure the success of the proposed location 
and éarly completion of the Capitol buildings, are unwilling that the enter- 
prise should either be defeated or delayed by useless litigation. We therefor 
respectfully, but earnestly request the Commissioners to withhold the funds 
which may now bein their hands, as well as those which may yet be received, 
and deposit them with those bankers who have made themselves surieties, 
and who may furnish the Commissioners satisfactory security for the Prompt 
payment of the monies deposited with them.

Under the eircumstances which surrounded. us, and being unwilling to 
jeopardize the money held by us as representatives of the State, in trust fer 
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the persons who had advanced it upon the risk of the success of the town 
of Lincoln, we felt that we could not do otherwise than accede to the demand 
and protest of our sureties, and having made satisfactory arrangements for 
the deposit and withdrawal of the funds with private bankers, we did so, 
and have assumed all the responsibility of thà financial affairs of the enter- 
prise. 

On June 17th, 1868, we held a sale of lots at Lincoln ane non leet about 


$9,000.00 
On the 17th of September we again sold at Lincoln and received about 


$13,580. 
At thé sale in September, 1867, and June, 1868, we had offered lots only 


in the alternate or even numbered blocks, with those in four odd numbered 
blocks to make up for half of the reserved blocks, all of which, except the 
Court House square, fell upon odd numbers. At the last sale in September 
1868, we offered the lots in the odd numbered blocks, on the old townsite 
of Lancaster. The presumption of the authority to make this sale was 
upon the consideration of our occupancy of the ground. We had accepted 
it from the proprietors as so much over the town of Lincoln proper, and 
excess beyond the section and a quarter which we had located as the Capitol 
or an addition to the town for the purpose of having go rival in the business 
of selling town lots upon ground adjacent : to the) Capitol, and where having 
a village already established, the proprietors could easily have derived large 
profits, which otherwise would have been invested with the State. Besides 
the building of the town had so far been accomplished in the direction of 
and upon that quarter that the appreciated value of property in second 
hands made it so probable that we could realize more money from a few lots 
there than from many upon the south side of the townsite proper, and 
standing in need of much more money than we had reason to believe these 
last named lots would bring, we deemed it pe to offer all that were 


then unsold. 
The lots were appraised prior to the first sale, according to the law, due 


consideration being had to their relative situation regarding the public 
reservations, and the probable business centers, and their particular condi- 
tion.

Accompanying this report, appendix marked “B” will contain a detailed 
statement of the names of the purchasers of lots, of the lots purchased, 
and their prices. 

Appendix “E” gives a list of the lots unsold, of those appraised and 
offered at the public sales. 

On the 10th of September the Commissioners issued their notice to 
architects, inviting for a period of thirty days, plans and specifications for 
a State House, 

In response, Messrs. Taggart & W. R. Craig, of Nebraska City, and John 
Morris, of Chicago, submitted the drawings and specifications of designs. 

Upon the 10th of October, after a careful consideration of their merits 
severally, we decided to accept that presented by Mr. Morris, as being best 
adapted to the circumstances of construction and the wants of the State. 

On the same day, Mr. Morris having been appointed Superintendent of 
Construction, issued a notice to Builders, inviting proposals, for a term of 
three months, for the erection of the work. 

At the same time, Mr. Morris was directed to commence such preliminary 
work, as excavation for foundations, delivery of material for foundation 
walls, and other arrangements as would facilitate the progress of the work, 
after the contract was let. 

On the 10th of November, the Superintendent caused the ground to be 
broken, in the presence of a number of the citizens of Lancaster. 

The removal of the first earth was awarded, in the absence of any State 
officer, to Master Frele Morton Donovan, the first child born in, and the 
youngest child of the oldest settler of Lancaster county. 

On the IIth of January, the bid of Mr. Joseph Ward, proposing to 
furnish the material and labor and erect the building, for the sum of $49,000, 
was accepted, and from that time forward the work steadily progressed, with 
a few uncontrollable delays, to the completion of the work contemplated in 
the contract. 

For a report of the difficulties attending the work and an estimate of 
allowances proper to be made to the Contretor for changes in material, 
increased amount of work, additional aecommodation, and fittings. by Mr. 
Morris, the architect, is appended hereto, marked “O. » i 

The entire expenditures by the O have been made, as in the 
following classification for a detailed statement of which, see appendix “D.”

On the 3d day of December, 1868, the State House having been so far 
completed as to be ready for occupancy by the State Officers, the Governor 


issued his proclamation announcing the removal of the Seat of Government

from Omaha to Lincoln, ând ordering the fransportation o of the archives of 
the State to the new: Capital. 

We beg leave to call especial attention to the report of Mr. Morris upon 
the contractors’ bill of extras. Mr. Ward labored faithfully in the face or 
many discouragements and actual losses, occasioned by refractory workmen 
and other unforseen circumstances to give the State a good building. He 
kept a watchful eye on every part of the work, and neither, in material of ' 


labor, éver allowed a deficiency of good workmanship to be made, to cover 


up probable losses or make good a profit. We do not therefore hesitate to 
commend him and his work to the favorable consideration of the Legisla 
ture. 

John Morris, Esq., the architect and supérintendent gave his personal 
attention to the work during its entire progress, and by his advice rendered 
valuable services in surmounting many difficulties which surrounded the 
Commissioners and contractor, and in ensuring final success. 

In conclusion your Commissioners respectfully ask the Legislature: —. 

Ist, The confirmation of their acts in the location of Lincoln as the Seat 
of Government of the State. 

2d, The confirmation oftheir expenditures. 

3d, The confirmation of their reservations for State, county and town

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purposes, for the churches, schools and publie Societies, and the general 
design of the town plat. 

4th, The confirmation of the allowances made to the contractor and the 
appropriation of $5,000 to be paid from the proceeds of the sale of lota to 
Joseph Ward, contractor, as reinbursement for his losses sustained and for 
a compensation for his time employed in carrying on the work. 

5th, The confirmation of all the acts of the Commissioners in other 
respects as indicated in their report. 

6th, We also respectfully ask that an appropriation of $2,112.16, from the 

next sale of lots, be made to pay the deficit of that amount in our general 

expense account. 

We also call your attention to the fact that one hundred and sixty acres 
of the townsite, being the north west i of section 26, town 10, range 6, 
already surveyed, and the south west i of section 22, town 10, range 6, 


proposed to be taken into the townsite are what are known as Saline lands, 


and that some especial action of the Legislature is necessary in the premises 
before the lots thereon can be properly conveyed to purchasers.

Gentlemen: ln pursuance of your instructións, appointing me the 
examiner of the titles and conveyancer of the lands selected by your Com- 
mission as the Capital and seat of Government of the State of Nebraska, I 
have the honor to submit the following report of my operations in the capa- 
city of conveyancer on behalf of the State, as defined by your appointment. 

That on the 30th day of July, 1867, I commenced the investigation of 
the titles to all those certain tracts of land situated in the county of Lan- 
eanster, and State of Nebraska, known and deseribed as the west half of 
the north west, and the west half of the south west, quarters of section No. 
twenty-five (25), the east half and south west quarter of section No. twénty- 
six (26) in township No. ten (10) north of range No. six (6) east of the 
sixth principal meridian, according to the Government survey of said State, 
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containing six hundred and forty acres, and. proposed. to be conveyed by the 
respective owners to the State in fee simple, as a-gratuity, in consideration 
that such lands should be selected as the townsite of Lincoln,” the “ Seat. 
of Government.of the State of Nebraska," and found that.the several owners. 
could make a perfect title in fee simple to the .State, in the lands above 
described, whereupon, on the 2d day of August, 1867, Jacob Dawson and 
Editha J., his wife, by deed, containing covenant of warranty, conveyed 
to the State of Nebraska all those certain pieces or parcels of land situated 
in the county of Lancaster, and State of Nebraska, known and described 
as the west half of the south west quarter of section No. twenty-five (25) 
and east half of section No. twenty-six (26), in township No. ten (10) north 
of range No. six (6), east of the 6th principal meridian according to the 
Government survey, containing four hundred acres; which traets of land 
now comprise part of the townsite of Lincoln; and which deed was duly 
acknowledged and certified and recorded in the office of the Clerk of the 
county of Lancaster, in book “ A" of deeds at page 121. On the same day 
Luke Lavender and Mary, his wife, executed a deed with covenant of war- 
ranty, conveying in fee simple, to the State of Nebraska all that certain 
tract of land situated in the county of Lacaster, and State of Nebraska, 
known and described as the west half of the north west quarter of section 
No. twenty-five (25), in township No. ten (10), north range No. six (6) east 
of the sixth principal meridian, according to the Government survey 
of said State, containing eighty acres, which tract of land now comprises 
part of the townsite of Lincoln, and which deed was duly acknowedged 
and certified and recorded in the office of the clerk of Lancaster county, in 
book ** A” of deeds, at page 122; and on the same day Joseph Giles, by 
deed, containing covenant of warranty, conveyed to the State of Nebraska 
all that certain tract of land situated in the county of Lancaster and State 
Nebraska, known and described as the south west quarter of section No. 
twenty-six (26), in township No. ten (10), north of range No. six (6), east-of 
the sixth principal meridian according to the Government survey of said State, 
containing one hundred and sixty acres, which deed was duly acknowledged 
and certified and recorded in the office of the Clerk of Lancaster county, in 
book “ A? of deeds, at page 119, and which tract of land is now comprised 
in the said townsite of Lincoln. 

In compliance with your instructions, on the 7th day of August, 1867, I 
proceed to the investigation of the title to that certain tract of land situated 
in the county of Lancaster and State of Nebraska, known as the south east 
quarter of section No. twenty-three (23), in township No. ten (10), north 
of range No. six (6),-east of the sixth principal meridian, according to the 


~ 
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Government survey of said State, containing one hundred and sixty acres, 
and more particularly known as the “ old townsite of Lancaster,” having in 
contemplation, in such investigation, as you suggested to me, the acceptance 
thereof as part of the townsite of Lincoln, the Seat of Government of the 
State of Nebraska, should my researches into the title prove satisfactory to 
the State in regard to the result of such investigation, I beg leave to refer 
you to my communication addressed you on the subject, which was as fol- 


lows : 
LANCASTER, August 10, 1867. 


Messsrs. Commissioners of location of the Seat of Government of the State 
of Nebraska, 

Gentlemen: Having examined into the titles covering the town site of 
“Lancaster,” I find that the land was entered at the United States Land 
office, by Julian Metcalf, Esq., of Nebraska City, to whom it has been 
' patented by the General Government. Mr. Metcalf afterwards conveyed 
to Rev. John M. Young, of this place, by whom the town site of Lancaster 
was surveyed and platted as a town site. -A portion of the lots in the 
town site have been conveyed, by Mr. Young, to the county of Lancaster, 
a portion to the Lancaster Seminary Association, and other portions to Pro- 
fessor Jason G. Miller, and other individuals, while these grantees of the 
original town site proprietor have parceled out the lots to various parties, 
by conveyances that are more or less defective, and in some instances 80 
informal and defective, as to be absolutely inoperative as conveyanoes of real 
property. The owners are so scattered throughout many States, and their 
places of residence unknown to residents here, it will be very difficult, if 
not impossible, in the short period to intervene before the location must be 
selected, as directed by the statute, to secure such title to the land as the 
act contemplates, shall be vested in the State. 

I would therefore respectfully recommend that, in as much, as the State 
now holds title to “not less than six hundred and forty acres,’ the amount 
of land required by the act, that Lancaster be accepted only as an addition, as 
it were, to the town site of Lincoln, under an arrangement to be made with 
the several owners thereof, that at least seyen-eighths of the whole town 
site should be released by them to the State, and that it shall be resurveyed 
to conform with the survey to be made of “Lincoln,” this, with the town 
site proper of Lincoln to be platted as “Lincoln,” and the legal and equita- 
ble owners of lots in Lancaster, who cannot afford to, or will not release to 
the State, to be assigned lots, in the new survey of old Lancaster, as such 
part of Lincoln, as near as possible the original lots they respectively owned 
in Lancaster, and of the same specified area, upon their signing an agree- 
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ment to submit to a resurvey and releasing their interest in Lancaster 
town site on receiving a deed from the State for the lots so assigned 
to them. 

In view of the distrust felt among the people, as to ‘the success of this 
“Capitol move,” I believe this would enable the commissioners to realize a 
much larger sum on the sale of lots, as the whole number of lots on old 
Lancaster belonging to the State could be sold, without violating in letter 
or spirit, the law under which you are acting; and is necessery in order to 
realize the requisite funds to e carry forward the object: of your 
commission, 

As to making the north-west quarter of section twenty-six, (26) township 
ten, (10) north of No. six, east of the sixth principal meridian, known, as 
part of the Saline lands of Nebraska, a part of Lincoln. I would respect- 
fully recommend that it be surveyed and platted as part of the town site, 
but, it would not be advisable to offer any of the lots at the sale, unless at 
the time of the sale the title shall have been confirmed by the General 
Government to the State, for until that shall be done, these lands cannot be 
regarded under the law, as “the property of the State, and until such con- 
firmation, the State cannot convey title to the purchaser. : 

J find that Mr. Giles, Mr. Dawson, and Mr. Lavender's titles to the 640 
acres, proposed to be conveyed to the State by them, for tlie Capital is per- 
fect, and have therefore taken the necessary deeds to the State and had 
them recor:ed. 

if you should conclude to adopt my suggestions in regard to “old Paas 
ter" town site, I will proceed to gather in the conveyances and title thereto, 
to the State.

That upon receiving a reply to such communication, requesting that the 
titles to “old Lancaster” should be investigated and secured to the State, as 
far as poesible, I proceeded with the search and found on record, title deeds 
to E. H. Hardenbergh, Charles Crawford, Jacob R. Hardenbergh, Martin 
Pflug, Willian T. Donovan, Minnie E. Jennings, Geo. B. Hardenbergh, S. 
B. Galey, Lancaster County, Lancaster Seminary Association, M. A. Bridges, 
Jascn G. Miller, Jas. Sweet, George H. Hilton, Charles Bloyd, G. W. 
Merrill, and Nancy MeKesson, under which deeds of conveyances, the whole 
of the lands, covered by the town site of Lancaster, were held, and also, 
there were several outstanding certificates of purchase for lots in the town 
site, executed by various parties, grantees in the deeds above referred to, 
whose names will fully appear in the schedule hereto annexed, marked G,“ 
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to whom it was agreed lots in the new survey of Lancaster as part ef Lin- 
coln, should be conveyed as equivalent for their respective interest in 
Lancaster town site. 

I immediately entered, on behalf of the Commissioners, into an agree- 
ment with a majority of the owners, legal and equitable, of the lots in 
Lancaster town site, to submit to a resurvey of that town site as a part, or 
addition to the town of “Lincoln,” and upon conveying to the State their 
respective interests in Lancaster, to receive deeds from the State, to them 
respectively, for lots in that part of the town of Lincoln covering the town 
site of Lancaster, at, or as near as practicable, the site of their original lots, 
which agreement is hereto annexed, marked schedule F,“ to which I beg 
respectfully to refer you for more particular information. 

I then entered upon the duty of obtaining title deeds from the respective 
owners of the lots in Laneaster, for the lots by them owned, to the State, 
and under such arrangement, the following named persons executed deeds 
to the State: 

Jason G. Miller and Mary P., his wife; Lancaster County; Lancaster 
Seminary; John M. Young and Alice, his wife; William A. Bridges and 
Mary A., his wife; Nancy A. McKesson and John M., her husband ; Milton 
Langdon and Ann M., his wife; James Sweet and Clementine E., his wife ; 
Charles Crawford; and William W. Dunham and Mary E., his wife; which 
deeds cover the whole title to said town site of Lancaster, except P lots 3, 
4, 5, and 6, in block No. 36, and lots No. 1 and. 2, in block 48, owned bs 
G. W. Merrill, whose place of residence I have not been able to ascertain, 
and for whom I hold a deed, executed by the State, to said Merrill for lots 
Nos. 1 and 2, in block No. 15, and lots No. 9, 10, 11, and 12, in block No. 
27, in the town site of Lincoln, to deliver to him as an equivalent for his 
interest in said lots in Laneaster; and except to lots No. 3 and 4, in block 
No. 8, in the town site of Lancaster, owned by Charles Bloyd, from whom 
I have not been able to obtain a deed to the State, but am informed he is 
ready to execute such deed, whenever I shall be able to meet him, for whose 
interest in such lots I hold a deed, executed by the State, to said Bloyd, for 
lots No. 11, 12, 13, and 14, in block No. 45, in the town site of Lincoln, as 
an equivalent for his interest, as aforesaid, in old Lancaster; and except to 
lots No. 1 and 2, in block No. 23, in said Laneaster, to which lots the legal 
title rests in Mrs. Minnie E. Jennings, of Lincoln, subject to the lien of a 
mortgage in process of foreclosure, held and owned by William A. Brown, 
of Nebraska City, and on account of the conflicting title to and lien on such 
lots, I have not been able to secure the execution of a deed from all the 
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parties interested therein to the State; therefore, I have procured a deed 
to be executed by the State, to Mrs. Minnie E. Jennings, to lots No. 1 and 
2, in block No. 33, in Lincoln, as an equivalent for said lots, 1 and 2, in 
block 23, in Lancaster, to be delivered whenever she shall convey or cause 
to be conveyed to the State, a good title to the lots last above described. 

In my examination into the title to Lancaster town site, I discovered that 
Mrs. Julian Metealf, as the. wife of Julian Metcalf, possessed an inchoate 
right of dower in all the lands-comprising the said town site of Lancaster, 
and therefore procured to be executed and delivered to the State of Nebrska, 
by Julian Metcalf and Julia B., his wife, a release of all their right, title 
and interest in and to the lands, covered by such town site, which deed of 
release was duly acknowledged, certified and is on record in the office of the 
Clerk of Lancaster county. | 

In pursuance of the terms of the agreement hereto annexed, marked 
schedule “F,” the lots in the town site of Lincoln, assigned and conveyed, 
under your approval, to the' respective, legal and equitable owners of inter- 
ests and lots in Lancaster, are specifically set forth in schedule “B,” hereto 

‘annexed, to which you are respectfully referred. 

1 have caused all the conveyances so executed to the State, together with 
the patents for the land, and certificates of entry, to be ‘recorded in the 
office of the Clerk of Lancaster county, and have deposited the same with 
the other muniments of title, in the office of the Secretary of State.

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APPENDIX C. 
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To his Excellency, the Governor, and the Honorable, the Commmissoners for 

locating the Capitol and building the new State -House— 

GENTLEMEN: The plan submitted by me in competition. for the new 
State House having received the favor of your approval and adoption, and 
“having also received yaur instructions to make preliminary arrangements 
for an early and energetie progress of the necessary works in the erection 
of the building according to the plan submitted, I immediately put forth 
advertisements for bids for the construction, in accordance with the statute 
wherein it is required that three months should be allowed to contractors for 
making their estimates and submit their offers. As the time for building 
80 as to be ready for the next general assembly would .be limited, I, with 
your approval and directions, committed to Mr. Joseph Ward, of Chicago; 
the charge of taking such measures in anticipation of a contract as would 
facilitate the progress of the building, during the three months intervening 
‘before a contract could legally be entered into, and about the middle of the 
month of November 1867. Excavation for the foundation and the sinking 
for a well was begun and was continued. Some material was delivered 
about the beginning of December, a small quantity of-blocks of lime stone 
was delivered which was got from the quarry, donated by Mr. Mills, to the 
use of the State, to supply stone for the State House, and the stone cutters 
brought from Chicago were set at work on the 10th of the month. The exca- 
vations were mostly done, the basement walls were built to the heighth of 
four (4) feet eight (8) inches, and the foundations of a part of the north 
end were done during the month of December. From the 7th of January, 
1868, till the 20th of February, stone cutting and quarrying and delivery of 
rubble stone was all that was in progress. In the meantime the period for 
receiving bids for the execution of the works having expired on the 11th 
of January, I then received an offer from Mr. Ward to do the work accord- 
ing to the plans and specifications for forty-nine thousand dollars ($49,000) 
and there being no other bid the contract was awarded to him. Very shortly 
after the contract was made the supply of lime stone for cut work began to 
fail, and the quality of the stone to deteriorate to such an extent that the 
expenses upon the cost of the stone for cut work were more than doubled, 
nor could the supply be furnished sufficiently fast to admit of the building 


A 
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béing eréeted within the fequired time. I should state here that the cause 
of this increase in cost and delay arose from the fact that two upper strata 
of stone which had been calculated on for use, was found to be worthless 
for out work, and yet had to bé removed before good stone could be got. 
There was about ten (10) feet of earth stripping, then two strata of bad 
stone, then fourteen (14) inches of shale, and below that was only one'strata 
of-good stone about ‘nine (9) inches thick. A part of this strata was also 
unfit for use as cut stone. It had been: ‘hoped and expected that as the quarry 
was more developed, that the stone would improve, and an underlaying bed 
ol greater thickness be got; but this also turned out to be worthless. 
About the end of February about three thousand: [3,000] cubic feet of stone 
for cutting had been quarried, about two thousand [2,000] feet only being 
fit for use, and this was used in the.building. To get this quantity more 
than two thousand [2,000] cubic yards of earth, bed rock and'shale had to 
be removed. I have estimated the loss to the contravtor upon this item-to 
be: at least- four thousand dollars [$4,000], whilst, in order to adapt one 
thickness of nine [9] inches, ‘only to-all purposes in-the building. entailed, 
a further loss by additional cutting to the value of-at least five hundred 
dollars [$500] more. On the 28th of February I received a letter from the 
contractor of which the following is a copy. 
pani February 28th, 1868. 

JOHN. Morris, ESQ., : - 

Dear Sir: I have now spent four days in seeking for: Stone suitable for 
carrying on our works at the State House, and find "hone suitable for the 
purpose. Mr. Malcom opened the quarry.near to Mr. Paley's lot yesterday. 
The stone is sound, but is so broken up in its bed that large:stone cannot be 
obtained suitable for our purpose. I received forty-two feet of stone last 
evening from the old quarry [Mr. Mills], and this amount has cost mé seven 
men's work of six days each, or- at about the: rate of dollars per foot. 
It will be totally impossible:to procure stone at Mill's quarry to build the 
State House, and any further.quantity we get from this source will be at a 
cost much above the price às stated. I think it is absolutely necessary that 
you should see to making such arrangements from some other source so-that - 
thé work. may be carried on. I expect I will go with you to Beatrice to see 
the lot-of: stone quaried, and which I am told is for sale, or for such other 
stone as yon may consider suitable for the purpose.

Upon the receipt of this letter, Lame to che ‘conclusion; that to ‘continue 
thé use of the blue limestonè would only end in ruin to the contractor; and 
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:consequently an abandonment of the contract, and would ultimately entail 
‘far greater cost in the erection of the building than would arise by any 
additional sum that may have to be allowed for a change of material, and 
also, render it impossible to complete it in the required time. I therefore, 
immediately, with the contractor, proceeded to Beatriee, to examine the 
mature and supply of the rock exposures there, of which I had previously 
“heard. Upon my inspection of the Beatrice rock, I was exceedingly pleased 
to find an unlimited supply of an excellent material, which was in every. 
"way adapted to the nature of the works proposed to be done in the State 
-House. 2 

I did not hesitate to direct that this material should be used instead of 
‘the blue limestone, I wds more readily drawn to adopt this course by my 
knowledge, that stone of this character was far better than the blue lime- 
:Stone, as being less liable to wear or damage from frost or fire or any other 
action of the elements. 

I could not but know my course in this matter would justly cause the 
‘contractor to make a claim for some compensation beyond his contract con- 
‘sideration, but I was then, and am now convinced this course would be 
found to be by far the most economical in the end, and would ensure the 
erection by the time the General Assembly would need the building. In 
my estimate of extras annexed hereunto, I have allowed some six thousand : 
dollars (86,000) for the increased cost by the adoption of this excellent 
building stone, but that amount does not cover the loss already then sus- 
. tained by the contractor by using the limestone up to the period when the 
change was necessary. It is my duty therefore to respectfully submit, for 
* sour consideration, whether any and what compensation can be allowed to 
the contractor to cover his loss for work done under and included in the 
provisions of the contract. After some trouble in arriving at a just value 
of the extra cost of the haulage of stone from Beatrice, the works pro- 
ceeded, in the, Spring, with vigor for a short time; about April, however, 
several of the stone cutters, brought here at considerable expense, left and 
returned to Chicago, and their places could not then he filled by others, and 
from those that then remained a demand for increased wages was made, and 
after some negotiation, was perforce complied with, or a complete suspension 
of the work would have resulted. The rate of wages demaded was greater 
than any previously paid in Nebraska, so far as I could ascertain, and 
greater than the contractor supposed he would have to pay when he made 
his estimate and contract.. It was also found, that about that time, that it 
would be impossible to procure (sufficiently early) ‘bricks: for the internal 
walls, as contemplated in the design and contract for the building. I was 
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therefore compelled, by the circumstances, to use sandstone and in some 
parts to increase the thickness of the walls, as a necessary precaution to 
insure the stability of the fabric. The increased cost I have allowed in my 
annexed account. As it was not known how the accommodation provided 
for the executive officers would be appropriated, no safes were provided and 
located in the original design, two safes and some additional doors with 
other minor improvements, which, when the several rooms were specifically 
appropriated, suggested themselves: during the progress of the erection, 
have been added, mainly, according to'your directions, and the costs thereof 
set forth in the ânnexed account. 

As time was necessarily made an important item in the contract, it has . 
become my duty, also, to take into consideration, that as the new State 
house and Capital was located at a somewhat remote point from the most 
settled portion of the State and where the facilities for building on a large 
scale were comparatively few, and moreover, the additional time necessary 
to execute the added works, before mentioned, required an extension of 
time for the completion. I am obliged to recognize a principle (already 
established in equity, in all places in my knowledge) that of extending the 
time of proportionally for the completion of the contract works, and, I 
therefore recommend the extension till the first day of January, 1869. I 
believe it proper also to bring to your notice the effect that the weather had 
upon the progress of the work, for a period of about five weeks in the 
Spring and six weeks in the Fall; the rain was so excessive as to prevent 
the employees making more time than an average of four and a half days each 
week. During the great heat of the Summer, also, for a time extending 
over about seven weeks, there was a great dealof sickness among the work- 
men, an average of seven (7) men were absent daily. It was impossible in 
this new place to supply labor enough to compensate for the loss of time 
occasioned thereby, a combined effect of these several causes was to drive 
the completion of the work into short days and inclement weather, so much 
so that for fifty (50) days about thirty (30) men could not work more than 
nine (9) hours each day, and the wages could not be proportionally - 
decreased, but in some cases had to be increased. I believe from these 
causes the contractor lost about six hundred (600) dollars, the principal 
causes of loss therefore to the contractor arose, first, from use of limestone 
before the change to Beatrice stone, four thousand five hundred (4,500) 
dollars, from excessive wages, three thousand three hundred (3,300) dollars, 
and by short days, six hundred (600) dollars. There were some other minor 
causes which it is difficult to estimate, but I cannot base the estimate of the 
amount of losses that could not be foreseen, at less than nine thousand 
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(9,000) dollars. I desire, earnestly, to submit for your consideration, 
. "whether you can, without damage to the interests of the State, the integrity 
of the contract uid the provisions of the Constitution, a this loss. 
With the exception of the delays noticed, the works were pushed with 
vigor, the utmost progress was made in good weather, by availing every 
hour that could be turned to account, and by employing all the labor that 
could be commanded. By the first of June, 1868, the first story was up, 
and in August following, a portion of the walls was up to the roof, and in 
September a part of the roof was on and all finishings in an advanced state. 

In conclusion, I think it is incumbent on me to remark that on a compar- 
ison of the bulk and stability of the building with several court houses, 
school houses and churches you will have (after all proper. allowances and 
reliefs to the contractor are made) the cheapest and most substantial edifice 
west of the Mississippi river, and also, to remark that the contractor by 

thoroughly identifying himself with the work, by the exercise of great 

energy, and by practicing a strictly watchful care over the expenditure, 
is entitled to praise, that the works included in his contract were brought 
to completion. 

In view of the amount of work done and the time puo. and under 
such signal disadvantages, I believe there has been reached a financial result 
which is comparatively favorable to the State. l

This fund arises from an appropriation made by Congress some two years 
ago, to re-emburse the Territory for expenses incurred in calling out the 
militia to repel Indian aggressions. It is my impression that the sum ap- 
propriated for this purpose amounted to about forty-five thousand dollars, 
but the above is all that has come into my hands. 

The appropriations from this fund were made by the called session of 
June 1867, to defray the current and contingent expenses of the year 1867, 
and by the special session of last. fall, to pay the per-diem and mileage of 
the members of that session; the General Fund being inadequate for the 
purposes named.

This fund arises from the operations of an act, approved June 24, 1867, 
entitled “ An act to provide for the Registry of school lands, for the con- 
trol and disposition thereof and for the safe keeping of the funds, derived 
from the sale, and lease of said lands." Section 26 requires, that “all 
moneys received as advance or full payments by purchasers of school lands,. 
shall be paid to the Treasurer of the State, and be held as the principal of, 
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the general school, or university fund ; and that. all such moneys shall be, 
by the Governor, Land Commissioner, and Treasurer, invested in United 
States,or State securities,bearing not.less than six per cent. annual interest." 

In the exercise of the discretion thus given, the board named decided to 
purchase all the State bonds that could be obtained upon reasonable terms, 
with the funds as they came into the Treasury. 

Upon opening correspondence with the holder of the major portion of 
them, it was found that they. could only be obtained, at a Premium of four 
per cent. and accrued interest. 

It was believed tliat this was a better operation, than purchasing U. S. 
six per cent.-bonds, at a premium of ten per cent, and I was therefore di- 
rected, to purchase all of the ten per cent. interest issue, that. could be ob- 
tained at the rate of premium mentioned: 

Thesé bonds have thus been obtained, to the extent of twenty-six thou- 
sand dollars, being only ten thousand less than the whole issue; but this 
remainder, we have not been able to purchase to the present date, —the 
holders refusing to accept the premium offered. Balance. of this fund, ex- 
cept small amount appearing in statement, was then invested as follows: 

915,000 of the U. S. six per cent. curreney interest stock, issued to the 
Union Pacific Rail Road, payable thirty years from date, and interest semi- 
annually as stated. 

15,000 U. S. six per cent. gold interest bonds; issue of 1867, payable 
twenty years after date, and redeemable at the pleasure of the government, 
afterfive years. Interest as stated is payable semi-annually o on the first of

This fund arises from the requirements of Section 27 of the School Land 
Act, referred to in review of the School Land Fund. It provides, that all 
moneys derived from interest upon notes, given in lieu of cash payments 
for school lands, shall be accounted for, as common school fund; to be dis- 
tributed by the Auditor, Governor, and Secretary of State, to the several 
organized counties, according to the number of children between five and 


one 
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‘twenty-one years of age in each county. This apportionment has been duly 
made, 3nd warrants drawn by the Auditor upon this fund, in favor of the 
counties entitled to the same. Section 34 of Chapter 48 Revised Statutes, 
requires the 'T'reasurer, semi-annually at stated times, to apportion the school 
fund among the different counties, upon the enumeration and returns made 
to him by the Auditor. 'The sum to be raised for this fund is stated in 
Section 48 of same Chapter; to be the product of the annual levy and as- 
sessment of two mills upon the dollar valuation, of the taxable property of 
the State, and collected as other State taxes are collected. This is à most 
generous provision for school purposes, and the fund collected under it, 
must already have assumed handsome proportions; but a provision of the 
law, which I have always regarded as a great defect, and so have stated to 
the Legislature in a preyious report, prevents any statement on my books 
of the operations of this fund. This provision of the Chapter, (Sec. 34) 
aüthorizes the several county treasurers to retain in their respective treas- 
uries, the moneys collected by this levy, instead of paying them over to the 
State Treasurer as other taxes are paid. The excess of fund after .appor- 
tionment, is required to be paid to the Treasurer, and by. him distributed 
to the counties showing deficients ; but this arrangement is so difficult of 
satisfactory adjustment, that no attempt has ever been made: to carry it out, 
and the several counties have been permitted to retain, all the school funds 
collected by each. The apportionment has always been regularly made, 
and the adjustment of the fund, according to.the law, can at any time be 
effected ; but I would again recommend, as I have formerly done, that you 
require this fund to be paid into the State Treasury, and apportioned and 
paid semi-annually to the several counties entitled to receive it. I would 
also call your attention to the fact that while ample provision has been made 
for the formation of the principal of the School Fund, by requiring the- 
proceeds of lands sold or leased to be held as such, and invested in bonds— 
that no disposition whatever has been made, of the interest arising from 
these investments. Doubtless it was the intention of the legislature, to 
require the funds thus received, paid into the School Fund, and disbursed 
in the manner provided for the distribution of interest money, received on 
notes given by purchasers of school landsin lieu of cash payments. If my 
opinion of the intention of the Legislature is correct, then the omission 
should be corrected by you.

In accordance with the provisions of an Act, approved Feb. 1st 1867, 
reviving an Act, approved Jan. 11; 1861, I advertised for the surrender of 
bonds issued under the last named Act. The bidding, however, was by no ` 
means spirited ; the holders of the limited amount of those bonds outstand- 
ing, seeming to prefer the holding of their bonds. Only $3,900 were offered 
at less than par, which was a clear gain to the State of $117, as the bid 
would have. been accepted, if it had been offered at par. 

Under the provisions of Sec. 4 of the same Act, I have since redeemed 
them at par, to the extént of $9,950. This leaves but a trifling amount of 
those bonds outstanding, and before I close this report, I shall offer you 
aome.suggestions in regard to the disposition of this fund, and the pay- 
ment of all outstanding indebtedness of the State.

The condition of the General Fund has been a source of constant em- 

barrassment to the Treasurer, the receipts at no time having been sufficient 

for its disbursements. This result has been entirely different from what I 

anticipated and expressed in my last general report. At that time I esti- 
mated the condition of the fund as follows :

The estimate of receipts proved nearly correct, and that of interest en- 
tirely too large; as total interest paid on warrants for two years slightly 
exceeds $7,000. The estimate of expenditures was based on the judgment 
of the Auditor and niyself, and justified by the experience of the past; 
but the increased expenditure incident upon the change from a Territorial 
to a State condition, was not properly taken into account. This is evident 
from the fact, that the Auditor reports the issue of warrants since his last 
report to amount to $105,018 06; whereas the estimate of expenditures 
for one year was $12,000, or for the same period represented in the issue of | 
warrants, the estimate would have been $24,000. 

The very favorable exhibits of affairs made by the Auditor and myself, 
in the reports above alluded to, induced the Legislature to pass an Aot,

approved Feb. 1st, 1867, requiring the holders of outstanding Treasury 

"warrants, to present them for payment, on or before July 1st, 1867; and 

declaring that interest should cease on all such warrants, from and after 

Jan. 1st, 1868, if not presented for payment by the last named date. The 

warrants thus ordered in, were paid by me so long as any funds remained 

to the credit of the account; but this was of but short duration, and I was 

obliged to re-endorse many warrants thus presented, as being “ presented 

for payment, and not paid for want of funds." As this matter now stands, 

the Treasurers proper course in redeeming these warrants, and paying the 
interest upon them, is involved in considerable uncertainty. As no funds 

were in the Treasury to pay the warrants, should the interest upon them be 

forfeited after the date named, because they were not presented? and if 
presented, and re-endorsed as not paid for want of funds, would this en- 

title them to a continuation of interest? I would respectfully urge the 

Legislature to take some steps to define and explain the act referred to, so 

that the Treasurer's course may be divested of all doubt, and the rights of 
State creditors fully protected. I would also urge that you dispose of the 

outstanding Treasury warrants, by appropriating for their liquidation, 

moneys from other funds under you control. Nothing can be so damaging 

to the credit of the State, as the inability to redeem the trifling amounts 

represented in these warrants. The rate of interest they bear is larger 

than the State should pay, especially when she has a surplus in 'Treasury— 

yet on account of the very defective arrangement for their redemption, 

they are at times, sold by the holders of them at a heavy discount. 

This should not be permitted. Every consideration for the good faith,and 
eredit of the State, and her strong finaneial position, alike forbid such a 
condition of things; aud I would urgently appeal to you, to adopt immedi- 
ate measures, which will relieve.the present pressure, and prevent a recur 
ence of the same in the future. In my opinion the course for you to pur- 
sue is obvious: 


First. Transfer the balance of Militia Fund, and all that may hereafter 
come in on this account, to the General Fund. 


“Second. Invest in United States Bonds from the Sinking Fund, to an 
amount sufficient to redeem the ontstanding bonds, not including those held 
in School Fund; and direct that so fast as those bonds are .presented, they 
be paid from the.General Fund; and if necessary to redeem them at any 
time, that a proportionate amount of United States Bonds be sold for the 
purpose, and the proceeds be placed in the General Fund. 

Third. Transfer the balance of the Sinking Fund to the General Fund, 
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and direct that all moneys hereafter coming in upon this account, be car- 
ried into the General Fund; and that all demands properly payable from 
Sinking Fund be disbursed 9085 the General Fund. ) 

If it should be your pleasure to concur, in the opinion expressed above, 
and adopt my recommendations, it would place the accounts of the State in 
an exceedingly simple and comprehensive form, relieve the present em- 
barrassed condition of the Treasury, and nothing of the kind could occur 
again, except when its demands should exceed its receipts; and this it 
would be in your power to control.

This surplus would be greatly increased from delinquent taxes coming in, 
upon both General and Sinking Fund accounts; and I feel confident there 
would be sufficient cash thus received in the course of a few months to pay 
the expenses of your present session. 

In connection with my recommendations, it would be pertinent to inves- 
tigate the origin of the Sinking Fund, and the purposes for whieh it was 
created. This information is fully conveyed in the wording of the bonds, 
whose eventual redemption it was intended to effect. The oldest issue of 
bonds—the seven per cent.—read as follows: 

“This bond is issued in conformity with and pursuant to an act of the 
Legislature of the Territory of Nebraska, entitled An act to allow the 
funding of the indebtedness of the Territory, approved: Jan. 11, 1861, and 
by the said act, a Sinking Fund is established to provide for the punctual 
payment of the interest, and the gradual discharge of the principal thereby 
authorized; and the faith of the Territory is thereby pledged, that the 
same shall not be discontinued, or impaired, until the full payment of such 
bonds, and interest." 

'The outstanding bonds, issued under this act, now amount to 83, 250. 
The only other issue of bonds—ten per cent.—have exactly the same read- 
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ing, and were anthorized by an act entitled, An act to provide for the 
payment of the militia of Nebraska called into service to fepel hostile In- 
dians, by proclamation of the Governor, Aug, 11, 1864, V PEDEOYed Jan. - 28, l 
1865” > ` ; 

The total amount of bonds issued aides the above named act was $36, - 
000. The board appointed to invest the School Fund has purchased of 
these $26,000, leaving in the hands of the public $10,000. The invest. 
ment in U. S. Bonds of an amount sufficient to redeem, all the outstanding 
bonded indebtedness of the State in the hands of the public, and the hold- 
ing of them for this purpose, would in my opinion be a full compliance 
with the terms of the act under which the bonds were issued; and would 
be acceptable to the holders therpof. 

In this report I have given no estimates of the receipts for the present 
and next fiscal year; this will doubtless be furnished by the Auditor, in the 
records of whose office exist.all the necessary materials upon which to base 
them; but it is clearly évident that the receipts from unpaid taxes of past 
Fears, and the proceeds of the levy upon the largely increased assessment 
of 1868, will place in the Treasury a much lárger amount of funds than 
has ever appeared in it; unless some extraordinary appropriation be made 
by you. - ; | 

It will devolve upon you to anticipate these heavy payments, and make, 
or require to be made, such investment of the State moneys as will un- 
doubtedly be safe, and yet yield her a proper income for their use. I would 
advise you to require the Treasurer (or a board of the State officers) to in- 
vest at best current rates, in registered. bonds of the United States, all the 
funds of the State in his hands at any time not otherwise especially dis- 
posed of, in excess of the sum of ten tliousand dollars. 

This last named amount would in my opinion, be amply sufficient for the 
current, and contingent expenses ; but to provide for any contingency, the 
Treasurer might be , authorized whenever the necessity occurred, to dispose 
of an amount of the said bonds sufficient to meet the demands of the 
Treasury. 

I also think.it "important that the pus should make some especial 
provision for the safe keeping of the investments of the State funds. Burg- 
laries of State and County Treasuries are of constant occurrence, and I am 
convinced that the safes usually purchased for these purposes are not equal 
. to the advanced scientific appliances of these rogues—indeed it is doubtful 
whether any can be made entirely burglar proof. When it is considered," 
that the principal of the School Fund now amounts to $56,000 in bonds, 
and is constantly increasing; and that reliable estimate will make the bal- 
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ances in the Treasury, during the course of the coming two years, amount 
to several hundred thousand dollars, the importance of this subject cannot 
be over estimated. In this connection it should also be remembered that 
safety of location does not at present appear among the advantages which 
the new Capital possesses over Omaha. For at least a period of years, its 
isolated situation and perhaps contracted size, will not make it the best re- 
pository of the public funds. 

The purchase of only the registered issues of bonds which I would 
earnestly recommend, would guard to a considerable extent against any mis- 
fortune of this kind; but other and more stringent disposition of the funds 
might be made. i 

This is a subject whose importance cannot be too strongly impressed up- 
on your attention. When you adjourn no other regular session will occur 
until January, 1871; and thus two years will intervene; with transactions 
of the very greatest importance to the financial interests of the State. 

I will now close my report, with a tabular statement of the accounts al- 
ready reviewed in detail; and in thus severing my connection with the 
government of the State as Treasurer—a relation I have held since its ad- 
mission into the Union, and for many years previous when a Territory—I 
trust you will pardon some. expressions of my personal gratification when I 
review her financial growth. From the very small beginning exhibited 
when I first entered into the discharge of my official duties, she has now 
grown to a condition of considerable strength, and yet, her present is only 
a beginning. Wise and benificent legislation, joined with strict economy, 
and strict accountability of her officers to the law, will make her take still 
more magnificent strides in the future; and this I truly trust she will re- 


ceive from you, and many succeeding Legislatures.

The Board authorized by law to invest the proceeds of the sales of School 
Lands in State or Government Bonds, deemed it best to invest so far as pos- 
sible, in our own bònds, which bear ten per cent. interest, andi i E 
twenty-six thousand dollars by paying one dollar and four for same. 

The law should be amended to enable parties wishing to Purchase School 
Lands to do so by paying the appraised value to the proper receiving officer 
of the State at any time. : 

I would most respectfully request that you provide a uniform fee or com- 
pensation to be paid to County Clerks and Treasurers for services rendered 
at such sales. 

I would also respectfully recommend that where parties purchasing School 
Lands pay a portion of money and give promissory note accompanied by a 
contract for full payment, that the Land Commissioner be authorized to 
give such parties a certificate of sale for. such described lands, specifying 
that, on compliance on the part of the purchaser the State will give title 
to said described lands. And would further recommend that the provision 
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of the Act requiring the “endorsement of free holders of the County ” be 
amended, as it proves an incumbrance to the law; and the State needs no ' 
such sureties, as the title remains in the State.

I have the honor herewith to submit my report, showing the ae 
of this department from December Ist, 1866, to the close of the past fiscal 
year, Nov. 30, 1868. 

The law ood cam onc that this report shall be made TNI ; but as the 

Legislature meets bi-ennially, it would be well to change the law accord. 
ingly. 

The finances of our State are in a healthy condition, and it affords me 
great pleasure to report that our material wealth is increasing with surpris- 
ing rapidity. The assessed valuation of 1867 was seventeen millions ; while 
that of 1868 amounts to over thirty.two millions, with the prospects of the 
same increase for the future. This increase is owing largely to the fact of 
the large emigration to the State, and the entry of the Public Lands, and 
improvement of the same. i 

Tt will be seen from this report, that an outstanding indebtedness has 
been provided for, and mostly in the possession of the State. Twenty-six 
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thousand dollars of the thirty-six thousand outstanding Territorial Militia 
Bonds have been redeemed, with the proceeds of the. sale of School Lands, 
leaving but ten thousand dollars out, with eleven thousand dollars militia 
fund in the Treasury. 

We have two thousand five hundred dollars outstanding seven per cent. 
bonds, with thirty-two thousand eight hundred and eighty-five and 69-100 
dollars of sinking fund in the Treasury to redeem the same. 

As the parties in New York holding the outstanding militia bonds, de- 
cline surrendering them, I would most respectfully recommend that the 
militia fund now in the Treasury be transferred to the General Fund; also 
transfer to the General Fund, the Sinking Fund now in the Treasury, as 
well as all monies that may hereafter come in on that fand. 

Owing to the fact that all expenditures are drawn from the General 

Fund, and for the last two years has been unusually large, in payments for 
selecting, locating, and entering State lands, as well as other appropriations 
and expenditures, have exhausted the General Fund, and caused State war- 
rants to be thrown upon the market, to the detriment of the credit of the 
State, while if you transfer the surplus funds enumerated above, they will 
create a fund sufficient to pay off. all outstanding warrants, and provide 
against like results in the future, and save interest to the State. 
The original object for which the levy of the Sinking Fund was ordered, 
having been accomplished, it would be well to discontinue it, unless your 
Honorable Body should deem it wise to continue the same for the payment 
of the ten per cent. bonds now held by the State as School Funds, or for 
other State purposes. 

Your particular attention is called to the rapidly increasing expense of 
our insane. My last report shows that we had ten insane patients in the 
Towa hospital. Since then we have sent eleven others, at an expense of two 
hundred and twenty five dollars each, making a total of twenty-one patients. 
The Superintendent of the Iowa Insane Asylum notified me soon after the 
adjournment of the last session of the Legislature, that they had increased . 
the price of board to five dollars a week, beside the charges for clothing 
furnished. The appropriation made was six thousand five hundred dollars; 
while the expenses paid for insane, amounts to ten thousand and eleven and 
15-100-dollars; which I considered I was compelled to pay on demand, or 
run the risk of having the insane of the State thrown back upon us, which 
1 deemed would be a great disaster. It will require an appropriation of 
fifteen thousand dollars for the next two years, to provide for bia aes of 
the insane. 

Your re is also called to the condition of the, State convicts serv- 

I 
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ing out their sentences in the Douglas County and other jails of the State, 
in which the State is paying for their, board and clothing, without any pro- 
vision made by law, for employment of such convicts. There are eight 
convicts confined in the Douglas County jailin damp and unhealthy cells 
eausing sickness and disease, and in two or three instances I have author- 
ized medical attendance for the sick, believing humanity demanded it: 

Under the provisions of Sec. 12, of “ An act to provide for the location 
of the seat of government of the State of' Nebraska, and for.the erection of 
publie buildings thereat," approved June 14, 1867. The State Peniten- 
tiary was located one mile and a quarter South of Lincoln, on a reservation 
of forty acres of land, the title ot which the State holds. I would recom- 
mend that the Legislature provide for the commencement of a prison upon 
said reservation, or other point that you may designate, in order thai the 
convicts may have employment and the State receive the advantages of 
' their labor. 

Your attention is also called to the development of the salt interests, 
which, with proper legislation and a favorable lease to responsible parties, 
will bring in a large revenue to the State, for the fact is demonstrated be- 
yond a doubt, that the salt springs situated at or near the Capital, contains : 
within themselves a vast mine of wealth to the State, and in leasing to 
companies.the State should provide that the “royalty” should-be paid the 
State from and after the commencement of manufacture.
